Delivers Kober Lecture 


Capt. Lucius W. Johnson, MC, USN, 
eminent authority on plastic surgery, 
delivered the annual Kober Lecture for 
1936 at Georgetown University, Wash- 
ington, LD). C., on March 28 before a dis- 
tinguished gathering of scientists, phy- 
sicians, surgeons, and dentists. 

A synopsis of Captain Johnson's lec- 
ture follows: 


Ever since the earliest dawning of 
history, plastic surgery has been inti- 
mately associated with the military 


operations of armed forces. Its periods 
of growth occurred during wars and its 
decay during peaceful times. 

Both the bers papyrus and the Nindu 
Vedas, dating back 2000 to 3500 years 
before Christ, contain descriptions of 
plastic operations similar to those in use 
today. Ancient customs of mutilation by 
cutting off the nose provided plenty of 
material for its employment. 

The amazing growth of plastic and 
maxillo-facial surgery during the world 
war was marked by the development of 
two great organizations, the Queen's 
Hospital at Sidcup, in England, and the 
Maxillo-facial service of the Medical De- 
partment of the U. S. Army. There were 
developed the principles upon which the 
organization for plastic surgery in our 
next war will probably be built. The 
principles are: 

1, Close cooperation between surgeons 
and dental surgeons, 

2. Karly institution of, and continuous 
conduct of treatment. 

4. Segregation of patients with facial 
mutilations in special hospitals. 

The reserve organizations of both the 
Army and the Navy provide for plastic 
surgery groups, formed to work together 
in various universities and hospitals, 
and harmonized in advance, so that fric- 
tion will be reduced to a minimum when 
they are assembled and put to work. We 
would like to see every man who is inter- 
ested in this work a member of one of 
these groups.

“The annual observance of Army Day, when our people are reminded anew 
of the contribution of the Army to our greatness as a nation, is a splendid 
custom, While acclauiming its valiant, unselfish service, however, these is 
another side to the picture which the choice of the anniversary of our entry 
into the World War as Army Day should bring to mind. 

“When the emergency came upon us nineteen years ago we had neither 
the military strength nor organization to meet it, a sad state for which the 
apathy of our people toward army affairs was in no small measure re- 
sponsible. Only by prodigious and costly effort to overcome previous neglect 
of even ordinary precautions of national defense could disaster be avoided.

Recommend Action on 
Three Ait Corps Bills 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
on April 2 approved three bills of great 
importance to the Army Air Corps, com- 
bined them into one bill and reported it 
to the House. 

Following a hearing on the three War 
Department sponsored measures last 
week, the Committee met in executive 
session Thursday and decided to com- 
bine into one bill, HR 11971 setting up 
a new system of temporaifty advanced 
rank for the Air Corps, HR 11080, re- 
defining the term “flying officer” so as 
to include Air Corps officers no longer 
physically qualified to fly, and HR 11920, 
providing for the assighmeént of 1,350 
Reserve officers to five year tours of ac- 
tive duty. 

The Committee action places the legis- 
lation in an excellent parliamentary 
position, for its backers in the House 
can more easily secure a special rule to 
consider one bill than three. Once 
through the House, action in the Senate 
should be assured. 

No charges were made in the provi- 
sions of any of three bills by the Com- 
mittee. The first would substitute for 
the present system of Air Corps ad- 
vanced temporary rank based on duty 
assignment a seniority system, which in 
effect would give approximately the 
senior 14 lieutenant colonels, the senior

Army Non-Coms Tell 
Needs to Congressmen 


The views of Army non-commissioned 
officers as to the needs of the enlisted 
men were given to the House Military 
Affairs Committee, March 80, at a hear- 
ing on a number of bills of importance 
to enlisted personnel, 


Representatives from each regiment in 
the Third Corps Area testified and urged 
that promotion be speeded up in the 
upper enlisted grades, that disability re- 
tirement be provided, that the reenlist- 
ment allowance be restored, and that 
privates be advanced to private, first 
class, after three months service if found 
qualified. The latter recommendation 
was particularly stressed by the non- 
coms, and their particular interest in a 
matter which had to do with the morale 
of the Army and not their own personal 
advantage particularly impressed mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Before the House Military Committee 
are a number of bills affecting enlisted 
men, some twenty odd in all. The prin- 
cipal one of these is a bill sponsored 
by the War Department, which would 
authorize the Secretary of War to fix 
the numbers of enlisted men in grade. 
Present law fixes hard and fast percen 
tages for grades and ratings, and as 
they were laid down before the Army 
became so largely mechanized and 
motorized, they are entirely antiquated 
today. 

The Senate passed the grades and 
ratings bill this week and if the House 
approves it, it will be possible next year 
rtment to seek ap-

Marine Corps personne! situation which 
has been plaguing the Corps for the 
past two yeurs appears at last at hand 


as the result of this week's develop- 
ments on Capitol Hill. 
Following two day hearings, March 


31 and April 1, the House Naval Affairs 
Committee unanimously reported to the 
House Representative Carl Vinson’s re- 
vised Marine Corps selection bill, (HR 
12082) and the following day the Sen- 
ate Naval Affairs Committee considered 
the compromise measure which has the 
endorsement of Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, leaders of tne committee and 
apparently the Marine officers behind the 
original bill, 

The bill provides: 

(1) Repeal of Section 16 of the 
Marine Corps personnel law which will 
institute enforced retirement in the 
grades of major and Heutenant colonel 
and permit officers of all ranks pro- 
moted under the selection system to re- 
ceive the pay of their rank. 

(2) Gives officers of those two grades 
who failed of selection under the drastic 
operation of the law another chance at 
promotion by providing that 13 of them 


must be promoted. <A selection board 
must be convened immediately under 
the terms of the bill to select four 
lieutenant colonels and nine majors 


from among them, 

And with the way apparently paved 
for a settlement of the Marine Corps 
promotion difficulties, it appears that the 
center of interest in the Navy personnel 
situation will shift next week from the 
Navy Department to the Capitol. For 
weeks the Service has been watching the 
Navy General Board's investigation of 
the selection system, conducted behind 
closed doors, and while a report and 
consideration of changes in the selection 
law are still in the distant future, two 
bills which have occasioned much in- 
terest have been scheduled for a hearing 
by the House Naval Committee. One of 
these would bar a naval selection board 
from considering the medical records of 
officers, a controversial question which 
has been considered by the General 
Board, and the other would prevent any 
naval officer from serving more than 
four years out of any consécutive eight 
on duty at the Navy Department. 

Both bills were introduced by Repre- 
sentative Melvin J. Maas, Rep. of Minn. 
The latter, its framer declares, is to 
“break up a clique which has been run- 
ning selection in the Navy.” He sought 
to tack both proposals on the Marine 
Corps bill approved by the Naval Com- 
mittee this week, but withdrew them 
upon receiving a promise from Chair- 
man Vinson to have the Committee hear 
them next week. There is great in- 
terest among naval officers here in the 
former measure especially, and the 
hearing when held is expected to attract 
a considerable audience. The Navy De- 
partment, it is understood, has drafted 
a report opposing the plan. 

The General Board has just about 
finished its hearings, and is studying the 
data gathered and starting to draft its 
report. More than a hundred letters are 
said to have been received by the Board 
as the result of its request for sugges- 
tions from officers. These are in addi- 
tion to the many letters on the question 
received by the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 
copies of which, without signatures, 
have been furnished the Board at its re- 
quest. 

Only a few technical changes were 
made in the Marine Corps selection bill 
by the House Naval Committee. It ap- 
proved the measure substantially in the 
form as introduced by Chairman Vinson 
last week and published in the JourNa.. 
The compromise, arranged after weeks of 
deadlock between Marine Corps Head- 
quarters and members of the House 
committee, appears likely to go through 
without much delay. The plan is for 
the Senate Naval@Affgizra Committee to 
hol a subs for the bill

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Infantry Developments

OE LOUIS thrills the hearts of the 

fight fans by the speed with which 
he knocks out his opponents. The speed 
of the Brown Bomber likewise thrills the 
promoters by reviving the million-dollar 
gate. But aside from the value of its 
popular appeal it is the unusual speed 
with which Louis is able to deliver his 
blows that seems to be the secret of his 
success. Other things being equal, a 
speedy boxer will always win from one 
who is slower in his movements. 

So it is in war. A force which can 
move and strike its blows more quickly 
than its opponent has a great, and pos- 
sibly a decisive advantage, whether the 
movement be a strategic movement to 
the battlefield or a tactical maneuver 
thereon. Mobility has always been im- 
portant but its importance and signifi- 
cance are constantly increasing. Under 
present and future conditions mobility is 
essential, and superior mobility is a 
desideratum which demands unceasing 
thought and effort. 

Unfortunately, maximum mobility can- 
not be secured without sacrifice of 
fire-power; conversely, maximum fire- 
power cannot be secured without sacri- 
fice of mobility. Consequently, one of the 
most important problems in organization 
and tactics is to secure the most efficient 
blending of mobility with fire-power. It 
is this problem which now engages the 
special attention of the Infantry. 

The development of the semi-auto- 
matic rifle and improvements in the 
Browning automatic rifle have greatly 
increased the fire-power of the Infantry 
weapons that are habitually man-car- 
ried. So great is this increase in fire- 
power that it has become practicable to 
increase materially the mobility of the 
Infantry rifle battalion by transferring 
therefrom the heavy machine guns, the 
battlefield mobility of which is considera- 
bly less than that of the rifle companies 
which they support. In the tentative or- 
ganization now being tested at the Infan- 
try School, the rifle battalions include 
only man-carried weapons, all of the 
heavy machine guns and other support- 
ing weapons being consolidated in a new 
special weapons battalion. The mobility 
of the rifle battalions will also be in- 
creased by a decrease in personnel and 
by a reduction of about 18 pounds in the 
weight carried by individual riflemen. 

In the tentative organization greater 
strategic mobility is sought through 
complete motorization. Except for the 
rifle battalions all units in the regiment 
will have increased off-the-battlefield 
mobility measured by the difference be- 
tween the speed of motor vehicles and 
that of animal-drawn vehicles. The 
rifle battalions will be so organized that 
they can be readily transported by motor 
convoys whenever the conditions require 
such a movement and the necessary 
vehicles are provided. Provision of a 
limited amount of special motor trans- 
portation for the movement of Infantry 
personnel may reasonably be expected 
as a result of current studies concern- 
ing the modernization of the division 
and higher units. 

In brief, present developments in in- 
fantry organization, armament, equip- 
ment and tactics are being directed 
toward increased mobility as a means 
to more effective maneuver. The Infan- 
try is seeking the best possible blending 
of mobility and fire-power, recognizing 
that if Infantry fires in order to move 
it likewise moves in order to fire. With- 
out in any way minimizing the impor- 
tance of fire-power, it believes that bat- 
tlefield mobility must not be unduly sac- 
rificed to gain fire-power. Skill in 
maneuver and rapidity of action have 
not yet been vanquished and never will 
be by fire-power alone. 





Admiral Standley Returns 


Admiral William H. Standley, Chief 
of Naval Operations, returning to Wash- 
ington yesterday, expressed a_ desire 
that provision be made at the present 
session of Congress for two battleship 
replacements. 

“We need battleships and we want

them as soon as we can get them,” said 
Admiral Standley, “I don’t know what 
decision will be made but we certainly 
should get the ships as soon as we can. 
It is in the interest of limitation of 
armaments to get them started as soon 
as possible so that we can be able to 
discuss reduction in size when we get 
together in 1940,” 

Admiral Standley said that he will 
consult with the President as soon as 
he returns to Washington, in regard to 
the matter. From five to ten million dol- 
lars would be needed the first year for 


the two capital ships, he estimated. 
Questioned regarding the British an- 


nounced intention to build to 70 cruis- 
ers, Admiral Standley declared that we 
would not keep pace with Great Britain 
in this regard and did not regard it neec- 
essury to build ship for ship in light 
cruisers to maintain parity. 


Modern Field Artillery

O obtain the maximum results from 

the means available has always been 
the objective in the Field Artillery. 
When the horse was the only prime 
mover our guns had wheels of wood and 
tires of steel. They were capable of 
traveling as fast as the horse. Now the 
gas engine, with its offsprings the truck 
and the tractor, is replacing the. horse 
and our guns must be mechanized by 
the substitution of pneumatic tires and 
roller bearings for the wooden wheel. 
In the days of the Spanish-American 
War our cannon had no traverse on the 
carriage, no trail spade, and no recoil 
system. The carriage had to be run 
back into position after each shot. 
During the World War our light artil- 





lery had a range of 8800 yards and 
could fire through a horizontal are of 


6° without changing the position of the 
trail. This restricted traverse resulted 
in a great loss of time and frequently 
the loss of an opportunity to attack a 
fast moving target, 

Since the World War experimentation 
has been carried on to develop the best 
light artillery weapon—a weapon light 
enough to be drawn by horses—capable 
of shooting a 15 pound projectile 13,500 
yards and be able to fire through a 
horizontal are of 85°. This will permit 
the artillery to engage the enemy on a 
broad front and to a great depth with 
the minimum man-handling of the guns. 
By utilizing the tube, recoil mechanism 
and breech block of our standard weapon, 
the famous French 75mm, and combining 
these with a new carriage including 
pneumatic tires and a split trail, we are 
able to fire from the same_ position 
through a horizontal are of 85° and in 
the vertical are from minus 10° to plus 
45°, giving it a maximum range of 
18,500 yards. 

The creation of this new weapon will 
go a long way toward the solution of a 
vital Field Artillery problem—flexibility 
of fire. From positions widely separated 
on the field of battle, the fire power of 
numerous units can now be concentrated 
on vital enemy targets in a minimum of 
time. While the rate of fire of the in- 
dividual piece of artillery has not been 
increased, it is capable of covering a 
broader front with its fire; furthermore, 
the increased angle of elevation available 
in this carriage adds enormously to the 
effectiveness of the weapon for fire in 
close support of the other arms, since 
proper selection of one of several pow- 
der charges permits the use of curved or 
flat trajectory at. will. This latter 
characteristic permits firing from posi- 
tions of deep defilade (from deep folds 
in the ground, from behind high trees, 
ete.) and permits plunging fire, search- 
ing with fire areas which otherwise 
would be protected behind steep hills, 
buildings, and artificial protection. The 
curved fire possibilities of the weapon 
permit shorter range and greater latitude 
and ease in selection of position and 
more efficient fire upon the enemy. 

This development of the new carriage 
is only one field of achievement. Others 
include the determination of the best 
prime mover for our weapons; the most 
effective projectile for any given caliber ; 
the development of a suitable light 





weight radio that can operate between 
observation pest and guns to eliminate 
those delays of repairing shot-out com- 
munication so frequent and costly dur- 
ing the World War. Radio is also used 
for the transmission of orders between 
fast moving vehic'es—thus permitting a 
column commiunder’s directing his column 
from a position miles ahead or in rear 
of his column. 

The change from horse to motor 
necessitates a substantial change in 
equipment. The curry comb now becomes 
the wrench and grease gun, hay and oats 
trade places with gas and oil, shoes for 
horses appear as pneumatic tires, speeds 
jump from 6 to 35 miles per hour and a 
day’s march from 25 to 150 miles. The 
supply columns of such fast moving 
units must be speeded up. This entails 
experimentation and study of vehicles 
which can carry the required load a 
given distance, in «a certain length of 
time, with the most economical expendi- 
ture of gas and oil. 

The triumvirate of Field Artillery 
success consists of fire power, mobility 
and communication. To all three are 
constantly being applied the acid tests 
of simplicity, dependability and service- 
ability. Kach must be obtained economi- 
eally. In teaching our principles of fir- 
ing, great emphasis is laid on securing 
all possible information from each 
observation in order to save a_ single 
round of ammunition. If the Infantry 
can always advance another step and 
fire another shot. the Artillery will keep 
its guns rolling along in close support. 


New Developments in Cavalry

N an address to the War College in 

1935 the Chief of Cavalry stated: 

“The problem of incorporating new 
means into the Army Combat Team is 
being studied in every military country; 
each is approaching the problem from 
its own particular situation. Some 
know their probable enemy and the ter- 
rain upon which they will meet. Some 
have limitations either by treaty or re- 
sources available. Such considerations 
influence the development of all arms.” 

The common point in the development 
of up to date cavalry in all nations is 
a combination of horsed cavalry and 
motorized and mechanized units. All de- 
velopments are marked by an increase 
in fire-power and mobility. The propor- 
tion of horsed cavalry to mechanized 
cavalry is greatly affected by the con- 
sideration mentioned in the Chief of 
Cavalry’s remarks above quoted,—i. e., 
probable enemy, terrain and resources 
available. Undoubtedly, many European 
nations with limited resources in horses 
and in order to become self-sustained in 
war are supplanting horsed units with 
motorized and mechanized units, re- 
gardless of whether motors are as de- 
sirable as animals. Fortunately the 
United States has a population of six- 
teen million horses and mules which is 
300,000 more than all of Europe com- 
bined with the exception of Russia, and 
possesses as well the greatest reserve of 
motor vehicles of any civilized nation. 
We therefore are not limited in our 
choice of the means required for both 
types of cavalry as is the case with 
many nations. Not knowing our prob- 
able enemy or the terrain on which we 
will meet, it would be well for us to 
retain a large proportion of horsed 
cavalry that can operate on any terrain. 

The Chief of Staff in his testimony 
during the hearings on the War Depart- 
ment Appropriations bill for the fiscal 
year 1936, stated: 

“Motorization and to some extent 
mechanization, permit the rapid concen- 
tration of troops on critical terrain; 
that is the battlefield. But after you 
reach the battlefield the fastest element 
is the man on a horse. So what you 
have to do is to hit a balance so that 
you will have enough automotive power 
in moving large commands under cover 
of darkness one hundred or even two 
hundred miles in a night and get them 
there, but after you do get them there, 
generally speaking, the fastest maneu- 
vering element that you have is still 
the man on horseback.” 

After due consideration of resources, 
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terrain, and battlefield maneuverability 
the final decision of the War Department 
for the present is the mechanization of 
two of the fifteen active horsed regi. 
ments of Cavalry. However, these two 
purely mechanized regiments organized 
into the 7th Brigade (Mecz.), do not 
represent all the mechanization or mo. 
torization that is taking place and that 
is planned for the cavalry. The War 
Department’s broad policies on mechani. 
zation state: 

“Every arm is authorized to conduc 
research and experiment with a view of 
increasing its own power to perform 
promptly the missions it has been espe. 
cially organized and developed to carry 
out. Every part of the Army will adopt 
mechanization and motorization as far 
as practicable and desirable.” 

In accordance with this policy one 
armored car squadron has been placed 
in each cavalry division, a scout car 
platoon in each regiment of cavalry, and 
all supply elements are motorized. These 
changes add greatly to the fire-power 
and mobility of cavalry and increase its 
scope of action. The mechanized vebi- 
cles effect a great savings in horseflesh 
by performing long-distance reconnais- 
sance, particularly along roads. 

In addition to these purely mechaniza- 
tion and motorization problems of Cay- 
alry, many experiments, tests and con- 
siderable practical work have been car- 
ried on to increase fire-power, to pro- 
vide suitable anti-mechanization weap 
ons and more up to date means of con- 
munication by radio. 

In a cavalry division consisting of 
four horsed regiments, a regiment of 
artillery and other special troops, the 
strength and major items of equipment 
are as follows under present procure 
ment policies: 

Aggregate strength, officers and men, 
9702; animals 9649; semi-automatic 
rifles 4912; light machine guns 42; 
heavy machine guns 64; anti-tank 173; 
armored vehicles 89; administrative 
motors 600. 

It can readily be seen that this divi- 
sion is a very mobile unit carrying tre 
mendous fire-power and capable of oper- 
ation on any normal terrain. 

In the purely mechanized cavalry, all 
horses are eliminated and these units 
are much more mobile on roads than 
horsed cavalry and carry a greater pro- 
portion of machine guns. Such _ units, 
however, are quite sensitive to terrain 
features, have not the manpower or the 
organization for long sustained inde- 
pendent action. Mechanized Cavalry is 
designed for quick telling thrusts at 
sensitive and weak points in the hostile 
opposition. It should be followed up and 
supported quickly by other ground troops 
or else deliver a quick blow, pull out 
and strike elsewhere. This type of cav- 
alry should not be held down to slow 
moving units, but in order to utilize its 
mobility and striking powers, should 
operate with slow units as horsed cav- 
alry does with Infantry. Its employment 
more than any other army unit should 
be limited to appropriate missions o” 
suitable terruin. 

The following is the strength and 
major items of equipment of a mechan- 
ized regiment: 

Aggregate strength, officers and men— 
797: armored vehicles—87; personnel 
carriers for machine gun crews—#?: 
motorcycies—50; communication, supply 
and maintenance trucks—63. The reg 
ment carries and operates the following 
fire-power: 283 light machine guns; a1 
anti-tank guns; 127 sub-machine guns; 
40 rifles and 798 pistols. 

Mention of up-to-date Cavalry and its 
employment would not be complete with: 
out a consideration of the team wor 
that is possible in future wars between 
it and the Air Corps. The World War 
brought out the powers of the Infantry- 
Artillery team in all Infantry nie 
The next war undoubtedly will show the 
two fastest units of the Army, Le, ~ 
Air Corps and Cavalry, one in the 
and the other on the ground, working 
the most powerful team yet devised 
Cavalry missions such as reconnalsstt 
counter-reconnaissance, delaying he 
and sudden attacks at vital points in 
hostile opposition.

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The Trend In Future Aircraft

ACKING the gift of prophecy, we

The German Fokker 1)-7, produced .a 
few months later to meet the threat of 
the above two types, and slightly larger, 
(about 29% ft. by 28 ft.), showed the 
beginning of modern construction. It 
had deeper wing section, used moe 
metal than wood, and had less exposed 
wire and other “junk” to create air re 
sistance. Despite less power, (160 
H. P.), its more efficient design enab'ed 
it to out-perform the older types. 

Continuing this trend in cleaner de- 
sign, we have some fifteen years later 
the Boeing P-26 Monoplane (500 to 550 
H. P. Pratt and Whitney Wasp engine) 
characterized by deeper wing section, 
less exterior bracing, metal construction 
throughout, better streamlining, and ap- 
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proximately double the speed, 

In bombers and other weight-carrying, 
long range airplanes, the same general 
trend is noted, in addition to a large 
increase in useful load. 

As in more earthly matters, increased 
performance can be secured either by 
more muscle or more brains, The best 
result is usually secured by a combina- 
tion of both. It is the same in aircraft 
design. In similar types, improved per- 
formance is secured, either through 
more horsepower, or by eliminating un- 
necessary air resistance. 

The increase in horsepower (the 
muscle method) is perhaps the eusiest, 
but the increase possible is very limited 
(the resistance increases as the square 
of the speed, and, at 200 m.p.lL., a few 
miles increase in speed will absorb many 
horsepower). A small improvement, 
however, in streamlining (the brains 
method) will give a relatively large in- 
crease in performance. The relative im- 
portance of increased horsepower and 
cleaner design was shown during the 
Pulitzer Trophy Race at St. Louis in 
1923. 

The per cent of the total lift of an 
airplane which may be devoted to use- 
ful load, increases with its size. There- 
fore, we may expect to see bombers, 
transports, commercial cargo and pussen- 
ger planes constantly increasing in size 
und horsepower. The long-range recon- 
naissance plane, due to large fuel re- 
quirements, will probably also be a 
homber type. For example, compare the 
recent Douglas bombers, the Glenn = L. 
Martin China Clipper (51 place), the big 
Sikorskys (48 place), and the B eing 
four-engine experimental bomber, with 
the British Handley Page 0/400 and 
other early weight-carrying aircraft, 

The future aircraft will be aero- 
dynamically more efficient. The present 
standard wing sections will be improved 
to lessen drag at high speed, the fuselage 
and wings will be joined (by the use of 
fairing) in such a way us to prevent 
eddies in the air stream and consequent 
resistance. There will be no exterior 
bracing, no unstreamlined projections, 
and all landing gears will be retractable. 
The skin surface (metal) will be utilized 
to curry much of the stress, both in the 
air and on landing. 

In bombardment and similar types, we 
may expect airplanes with four or more 
engines, each with 1000 or more horse- 
power. 


One of the most important problems 


confronting the designer of aeronautical 
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engines today is the production of some 
more efficient power plant than the 
present four-cycle gasoline engine. 

There will be as much improvement in 
the general design and source of power 
us there has been between Columbus’ 
“Santa Maria” and the Cunard-White 
Star Line’s “Queen Mary.” Remeinber- 
ing that this development required more 
than four hundred years, we should not 
be impatient.

Gen. Albert H. Blanding, delivered 
a short talk. A report on the legislative 
situation with respect to appropriations, 
armories, camp construction, etc., was 
then made by General T. FE.

Next in order was a report by 
General Milton A. Reckord, Md., Chair- 
man, Legislative Committee, Adjutant 
General’s Association. The following 
National Guard Bureau subjects were

Rules on Navy Retired Pay 

The Comptroller General this week 
ruled that a captain of the Navy ad- 
vanced to the rank of rear admiral upon 
retirement under the provisions of 
Panama Canal advanced rank law is 
entitled to retired pay based on active 
duty pay of a rear admiral, lower half. 

The ruling was in the case of Capt 
William H. Bell, (MC), USN, who was 
retired January .1, 1936 with the rank 
of rear admiral because of his service 
on the canal.

INEXTRICABLY WOVEN in the peace and war time history of the Nation 
are the deeds of the Army. Aside from the wars which the Army fought, and 
which it fought always without preparedness, there are its conquests of peace. 
Helping the helpless, giving without stint to the needy, protecting the weak, it has 
served the people who created and maintained it, served them with a loyalty, 
a faithfulness, a devotion which cannot possibly be overestimated. It has had no 
urge to militarism, no desire to impose its will upon the nation. Rather has it 
regarded itself merely as the instrument of civilian will as expressed through the 
Government.

In lands abroad, the Army inspired by ambition, has obtained or sought 
control of the Government and forced it to do its will. Not so the American Army. 
Small. in numbers—even now there is pending in conference the appropriation bill 
increasing its strength to a few more than 12,000 officers and 165,000 men, without 
adequate pay—this is a matter that demands correction—without proper allow- 
ances—oflicers and men are compelled, for example, to use their own automobiles 
to transact official business—without proper housing—the War Department con- 
stantly is urging Congress to build sanitary quarters to take the place of the 
shacks now occupied—without incentives to reenlistment through reenlistment al- 
lowances and promotion opportunities for enlisted men—with many things to make 
them grumble and hesitate in the performance of their duties, still the Regular 
Army and their fine components, the National Guard and Reserves, go on year after 
year cheerfully discharging the important duties entrusted to them. The Nation 
knows how efficient the Army is. Its organization and conduct of the CCC camps, 
the work of its Engineers toward flood control as well as assistance to flood 
sufferers, are fresh in the public mind. On this day when the Army is celebrating 
the anniversary of the entrance of the United States into the World War, and is 
carrying in mind the victorious peace which the ADF, under the peerless command 
of General Pershing, brought about, the people should determine to provide its 
military Army with the things it needs for its greater comfort and its greater 
efficiency, and, above all, for the protection, in conjunction with the Navy, of the 
territory and vital interests of our country. 


NOW THAT THE AMERICAN REPRESENTATIVES to the London Naval 
Conference have returned home, we will learn promptly whether or not President 
Roosevelt was bluffing in order to bring about the negotiation of a treaty, when he 
indicated some weeks ago that the United States was contemplating the construc- 
tion of one or two battleships. That a bluff was not in the President’s mind was 
indicated by Ambassador Davis in the speech he made upon the signing of the 
Treaty. Explaining American insistence against any reduction in the limitation 
of 35,000 tons, Mr. Davis said that “until we have had the experience of building 
one or more of such modern ships, we cannot tell, to what extent, if any, the unit 
tonnage of such ships can be reduced.” That foreign governments still hold to the 
necessity of the battleship as the backbone of the Fleet is shown by the action of 
France in constructing the Dunkerque and her announcement of purpose to lay 
down a sistership, by reports of a similar program on the part of Italy, and by 
the plans which have leaked from the British Admiralty following Premier Bald- 
win’s announcement of the tremendous sums his government will spend during the 
next five years on Britain’s national defense. The extension of the life of battle- 
ships by six years, as contemplated by the Treaty recently signed, means that a 
headlong effort to build replacements of this type will not occur. This is in accord 
with American sentiment. But prudence demands that our battle fleet shall con- 
tain modern units, and undoubtedly this was in the mind of the President and 
expressed by Ambassador Davis, when the indication was given that the United 
States would construct “one or more” of these vessels. Now that Admiral Standley 
is back in Washington—we extend him a hearty welcome—it may be expected he 
will consult with the President regarding inclusion in the estimates for the next 
fiscal year of an item for beginning the construction of one,—but preferably, two 
battleships. It is our understanding that the General Board knows what im- 
provements are desirable, and worked out by the technical Bureaus, vessels should 
be possible which will be the equal of anything that can be produced abroad, 
and which when commissioned will be the stiffening in the backbone of our battle- 


fleet.

W. S. B.—The widow of a retired off- 
cer of the Army would be entitled toa 
pension after his death under the follow- 
ing circumstances: 

1. If he died from causes incident to 
his active service. This could be from 
the disability for which he was retired 
or from some other cause which ap 
peared on his medical record and it 
could be shown that it was a result of 
his active service. The pension in this 
case would be $22 a month if the dis 
ability was the result of peace time ser- 
vice or $30 a month if the disability was 
the result of war time service. 

2. If he served 90 days during the 
Spanish-American War, Boxer Rebellion 
or Philippine Insurrection, his widow 
would be entitled to a pension of $304 
month regardless of his cause of death. 
The limiting dates for this pension are 
April 21, 1898 to July 1, 1902. In ad- 
dition those who actually served in the 
Moro Campaign up to September 1, 1903 
would be eligible.

New Branch Chiefs Assume Office.—A new Quartermaster General, an Assistant 
Quartermaster General and a new Chief of Coast Artillery assumed office April 1. 

Maj. Gen. Henry Gibbins became Quartermaster General succeeding Maj. Gen. 
Louis H. Bash, who retired on March 31. Brig. Gen. Augustus B. Warfield became 
Assistant Quartermaster General, succeeding General Gibbins. 

Maj. Gen. Archibald H. Sunderland took over the office of Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, succeeding Maj. Gen. Harry L. Steele, who was retired on March 31, on account 
of physical disability. 

Brief, informal ceremonies marked the induction of the new chiefs into office 
General Gibbins and General Warfield were sworn into office by Lt. Col. Allen 8. 
Burdett of the Office of the Chief of Staff, while the oath of General Sunderland was 
administered by Col. Allen W. Gullion, of the Office of the Judge Advocate General. 

General Gibbins, a native of Knoxville, Tenn., first entered the military service 
as an officer of the 3d Tennessee Volunteer Infantry during the Spanish War and 
later was appointed to the Regular Army as a cavalry officer. Recently he served as 
Executive Officer in the Office of The Quartermaster General and as Assistant 
Quartermaster General in charge of the ‘Transportation Division. 

General Warfield was born in Prattsburg, N. Y., and served in the Spanish War 
as an enlisted man in the 202d New York Volunteer Infantry, later becoming a 
second lieutenant of artillery, Regular Army. At the time of his promotion to 
brigadier general he was commandant of the Quartermaster Depot at Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. He will have charge of the Supply Division of the Quartermaster General’s 
Office. 
General Sunderland was born in Delaware, Ill. He is a graduate of the United 
States Military Academy of the class of 1900. His entire service has been in the 
Coast Artillery Corps. Prior to his elevation to the head of this corps he was serving 
as President of the Coast Artillery Board at Ft. Monroe, Virginia. 











Changes in United States Fleet.—Several changes in command of major divisions 
of the United States Fleet were effected at San Diego, Calif., Monday, March 30. 
Admiral William D. Leahy, USN, relieved Admiral Harris Laning as Commander, 
Battle Force, and hoisted his flag in the USS California. Admiral Laning will 
assume the duties of Commandant 83rd Naval District, Headquarters, New York, 
May 1. Vice Admiral Clarence 8. Kempff, USN, relieved Admiral Leahy as Com- 
mander Battleships, Battle Force, and hoisted his three starred flag in the USS 
West Virginia. Rear Adm. Edward B. Fenner, USN, relieved Admiral Kempff as 
Commander Battleship Division One, and hoisted his flag in the USS Texas. Other 
changes in high fleet commands will take place after the fleet returns to the San 
Diego-San Pedro area upon completion of maneuvers early in June. 


CCC and Army Amateur Radio Network.—The excellent work being done continu- 
ally by the operators of the Army CCC Radio net and the Army Amateur Radio 
System was recognized by Secretary Dern this week in a letter commending the 
work of Leader Irvin L. Mericle and Assistant Leader John J. Sefiasek, both of 
Company 1397, Johnstown, Pa. 

“When all communication with the outside world was cut off as a result of the 
recent serious flood conditions,” Secretary Dern wrote the men, “you through your 
devotion to duty kept your station continuously open during a period of twenty 
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hours and were the sole means of communication with the outside world. 

“I am pleased to commend you on the excellent manner in which you go 
promptly furnished this timely information. The radio work performed by yoy 
in conjunction with other operators of the Army CCC Radio Net and of the Army 
Amateur Radio System has been of material assistance in the prompt rendering of 
aid to victims of the flooded areas in the recent emergency.” 


Assignment of USNA Grads.—The Naval Academy class of 1936, who are commis. 
sioned as Ensigns in June will be assigned to duty in the Fleet on board battleshipg 
carriers, heavy cruisers and light cruisers of the Scouting Fleet. None will he 
ordered to submarines, destroyers, or other light craft. Under a new and a very 
popular privilege granted by Admiral Sellers, the graduating class is allowed to 
draw by lot for the choice of the ship to which they wish to be assigned. The mig. 
shipman drawing the prized number one may pick any ship in any of the classes 
available to new ensigns for his first duty afloat. The new arrangement is regarded 
as greatly to be preferred to methods of assignment of graduates that once were 
in vogue whereby certain ships found ways to garner as many as possible of the 
graduates who were outstanding in athletics or in other ways. Now every new 
ensign has an equal chance with every other classmate to be assigned to the ship 
of his choice and likewise every ship will get its proper share of the athletes and 
other desirable young officers. 


“Expeditious Movement of Fleet—The highly efficient sortie of all vessels of the 
Fleet from their bases in the Long Beach—San Pedro area and from San Diego 
on the afternoon of March 20, gave rise to newspaper dispatches that conveyed 
erroneous inferences as to the purpose of the maneuver. The uninformed reader 
of these dispatches was given reason to believe that the successful execution of 
Admiral Reeves’ emergency order to get underway and proceed to sea, depended 
solely on the efficiency of the shore patrol in rounding up those members of the 
crews who were on liberty and returning them to their ships. Such inferences are 
without basis of fact. The Fleet is organized, as indeed it always has been since 
time immemorial, so that all ships can get underway and go to sea on any mis- 
sion, if necessary, with only one half of its assigned complement of officers and 
men on board. In emergencies, the Navy could get underway with only one quarter 
of the regular complement at their stations. 

The purpose of the “expeditious movement” order was to test the efficiency of 
the officers and men, who by Fleet regulations, are required to be on board at all 
times, in preparing their ships for sea,—this regardless of the absence of those 
who are on authorized liberty—and to further test the degree of readiness of the 
machinery of the vessels to perform their assigned furfctions of being ready for 
service in emergencies in the shortest possible time. The uninformed public often 
thinks of the Navy in the same way that it regards merchant ships and yachts in 
port, as having only enough men on board to act as care takers. 

In the instance in question, the rounding up of the men readily accessible on 
shore in the bases was a part of the whole maneuver, and it is certain that no ship 
was delayed in leaving her anchorage because of any officers or men, who from 
having left the city, were ignorant of the order to return on board their ships. 


The Bonus for Ex-Provisional Officers—Legislation passed the Senate recently which 
would make eligible for the World War bonus, all persons who served during the 
World War as provisional officers below the rank of major and who were honorably 
separated from the service prior to Jan. 1, 1922. The measure was approved by the 
Senate without debate with only a short explanation by Senator Sheppard, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Committee. Approximately 2,257 former provisionals 
are affected by the bill (8. 3257) which now goes to the House. Proponents of the 
measure argue in its support that many of the provisionals now denied bonus 
entered the service as emergency officers and became provisionals by transfer to 
a Regular Army unit, without having anything to say about the change. On the 
other hand, they point out, many emergency officers entered the Regular Army 
after the war and yet are entitled to the bonus. The Administration is opposed to 
the bill. Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Veterans Administrator in a letter to the 
Senate Military Committee, states: 

“The fact that they were commissioned in the Regular Army and offered 4 
career by the Army, being entitled to the rights and privileges of an officer in 
the Regular Establishment, including the right to retirement for disability or age, 
was, to a large extent, responsible for the action taken by the Congress. Since other 
groups were also excluded by the provisions of this law, it would seem necessary 
to reconsider the scope of the policy upon which such groups were excluded before 
a definite policy can be decided as to the merits of proposed legislation on the 
subject. 

“It seems that the Congress considered that the World War Adjusted Compet- 
sation Act was intended to extend a benefit to those men who left a career in 
private life to give their services during the emergency of the World War and 
the same benefits were not extended to members of the Regular Pstablishment 
who were offered a career in the Army with the pay and allowances, medical care 
and treatment, rights to retirement for disability or age, and any other rights 
and privileges to which members of the Regular Establishment and their families 
may be entitled.” 


Movement of Navy Vessels—The Navy Department has announced that the uss 
Oklahoma will replace the USS Texas as the additional ship assigned to the 
Midshipmen’s Practice Cruise for this summer. The Practice Squadron as then 
organized will consist of the USS Arkansas, (flagship of Rear Admiral Wilso 
Brown, USN,) USS Wyoming and USS Oklahoma. The Oklahoma, commanded by 
Capt. William A. Hall, USN, wil! arrive at Norfolk, Va., about May 1. Upon com 
pletion of the summer cruise, the Oklahoma will rejoin the United States Fleet 
in the Pacific. 

During the annual fleet maneuvers off the west coast of Central America 
and in the Panama area, the following heavy cruisers will visit the South America 
ports indicated.

“Harmonize Various Viewpoints” 

After the revised Vinson bill (HR 
12082) had been read, its author an- 
nounced that he had introduced it after 
conferences with various members of the 
committee in an effort to “harmonize 
various viewpoints.” He said that it was 
intended to provide “more liberal se- 
lection” for the Corps. 

“It had gotten so that they were se- 
lecting officers for two grades in one 
session of Congress,” Representative 
Vinson said, “We are attempting to ad- 
just matters satisfactorily.” 

“This is a very important bill,” com- 
mented Representative Colgate W. Dar- 
den, jr. Dem. of Va. “It is very vital 
that Section 16 be repealed with the 
other provisions of this bill. We want 
to make it part and parcel of a plan to 
foree the selection of 13 officers who 
were passed over.” 

Representative W. D. McFarlane, Dem. 
of Tex., told the committee that what 
he wanted to know was “where the bill 
would leave these officers with all the 
decorations for war service who were 
not selected.” Then he added, “I want 
to see everyone treated alike. Maas and 
Ihave been working on amendment to 
put the Major General Commandant and 
the admirals under selection. If it is 
g00d enough for the boys down the line, 
it is good enough for them.” 


Admiral Block Testifies

added that just before he had left his 
office, he had received word that the 
Bureau of the Budget had approved the 
bill. He then proposed several amend- 
ments which he said would more clearly 
earry out what he deemed the intent of 
the bill. The first substituted the word 
“hereafter” for the phrase “except as 
herein otherwise provided” in the second 
proviso of Section 1. The words elimi- 
nated were pure surplusage, he declared. 

The next amendment struck out the 
words “if selected shall be eligible for 
promotion” at the end of the same pro- 
viso and inserted “any officer of the Ma- 
rine Corps now on a promotion list shall 
he eligible for promotion unless removed 
from said list in accordance with exist- 
ing law.” As written, Admiral Bloch 
said, the provision was intended to make 
eligible for promotion captains over 45 
years of age who cannot be advanced 
although selected. The change, he pro- 
posed, he said, was to prevent the repeal 
of the authority of the Secretary of the 
Navy to remove an officer from the pro- 
motion list for cause. 

Admiral Bloch also proposed that the 
word “have” in the third line of Section 
8 be stricken out as surplusage, and that 
at the beginning of the first proviso of 
Section 3, that the words “duly consti- 
tuted” be inserted between “That a” and 
“selection board.” This change, he said, is 
to insure that the selection board to be 
convened right after the passage of the 
act to select passed-over officers will be 
the regular yearly board. This will not, 
however, it is understood, prevent the 
convening of a_ selection board next 
January to select for colonel and lieu- 
tenant colonel. He also proposed that 
the words “for selection” be inserted be- 
tween “recommending” and “for promo- 
tion” on line 15 of page 3. This, he said, 
was in accordance with the general law 
regarding selection under which boards 
“recommend for selection” rather than 
“recommend for promotion.” 


Colonel Arthur Testifies 


Lt. Col. John M. Arthur, USMC, the 
only representative of the Marine Corps 
Headquarters to testify was then called 
to the witness stand. He began to read 
a prepared statement, as follows: 

“At the direction of the Major General 
Commandant, I have made an exhaustive 
study of the provisions of the proposed 
bill and am here as his representative 
to discuss and explain each item and, if 
the Committee so desires, to answer to 
the best of my ability any questions 
which may arise. I would like, if I may, 
to take up the proposed changes in the 
order in which they appear in the bill. 

“Restriction of eligibles to upper-three- 
sevenths until Jan. 1, 1988: When the 
Marine Corps Personnel Bill was being 
drafted for submission to Congress a 
study of the effects of the application 
to the Marine Corps of the Navy se- 
lection system disclosed that, due to the 





revised distribution which authorized 


considerable increase in some of the 
higher grades, and to the inequalities 
resulting from long years of stagnation 
of promotion under the seniority sys- 
tem, the Navy requirement of four years’ 
service in grade would not operate suc- 
cessfully until the Corps had become 
stabilized under the new distribution. 
It was necessary that this requirement 
be revised, and Section 10, making eli- 
gible those officers in the upper four- 
sevenths of the grade, regardless of 
length of service in grade, was accord- 
ingly inserted in the Marine Corps Act. 
Experience since has shown that this 
provision was absolutely essential for 
the first few years. However, with a 
gradual approach towards stabilization, 
the requirement can now be reduced to 
three-sevenths without detriment to the 
efficiency of the service, and by January 
1, 1938, it can be abolished entirely. 
Thereafter each officer, to be eligible for 
selection, must have four years’ service 
in grade (three in the case of first Heu- 
tenants), as is required for officers of 
the line of the Navy. 


Present Condition Held “Temporary” 


“The Marine Corps is, during a brief 
period, passing through a_ transitory 
stage of comparatively rapid promotion 
in the grades of lieutenant colonel, 
major, and first lieutenant, brought 
about by a proper readjustment of 
grades and promotion by selection after 
long years of stagnation. In no case, 
however, will such rapid promotion con- 
tinue through more than one grade. In 
this connection, attention is invited to 
the fact that all but one colonel and all 
lieutenant colonels, majors, and captains 
selected to date, have spent approxi- 
mately 17 years in two grades, or an 
average of about 3 years above the ideal 
of 7 years in each grade, and this despite 
the fact that some of them have had 
relatively short service in one of the 
grades. A careful study shows that by 
1938 all officers will have had over four 
years in grade prior to selection, and by 
1941, over seven years in grade prior to 
promotion. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the present condition is but tempo- 
rary and that it will automatically ad- 
just itself within a short time.” 

Questioned by members of the Com- 
mittee, Colonel Arthur declared that the 
effect of the change from 4% to % would 
be to reduce the number of officers ell- 
gible for selection as follows: lieutenant 
colonels to colonel, 24 to 18; majors to 
lieutenant colonel, 49 to 36; captains to 
major, 91 to 68: first Heutenants to 
captain, 182 to 136. 

“This then lessens the opportunity of 
the selection board to pass over officers,” 
asked Chairman Vinson. 

“Yes, sir,” answered Colonel Arthur. 

“How do you figure that that helps 
the boys with the medals and decora- 
tions who have been passed over,” de- 
manded Representative McFarlane. 

“Another section takes care of that,” 





Representative Darden declared. 

“All right,” returned Representative 
McFarlane, “but you’ve got to show me. 
That’s what I’m looking for.” 


“Promotion Too Rapid” 


“Yes,” declared Representative Vinson, 
“officers were promoted entirely too 
rapidly in my judgment and that of 
others. There are cases on record where 
officers were promoted to lieutenant 
colonel and then before their epaulettes 
were sewed on, promoted again to 
colonel. Our purpose is to stop that and 
to force them to learn something of the 
duties of their grade before being pro- 
moted to the next one.” 

Colonel Arthur asked if he could make 
a statement on that point and declared: 

“It is true that some lieutenant 
colonels have, in comparison with the 
normal expected time in grade, had rela- 
tively short service in that grade, but 
this condition is due to the fact that the 
Act of May 29, 1934 created an entirely 
new system of promotion as well as an 
entirely new distribution by grades in 
the commissioned personnel of the Corps. 
There was a general increase in the 
strength of the higher grades, especially 
that of lieutenant colonel which was al- 
most doubled. Naturally, with such an 
increase which necessitated a readjust- 
ment, some officers, who by seniority 
were favorably situated on the list, re- 
ceived comparatively rapid advancement 
through one grade. Such conditions as 
these are reasonable and to be expected 
after any increase or expansion of officer 
personnel either during peace or war. 
Similar precedents are numerous. 

“As a result of the above conditions, 
it so happened that four outstanding offi- 
cers—senior majors, who were selected 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel by 
the first selection board, were promoted 
and again selected for promotion to the 
next higher grade by the second board. 
On the face of it, this may appear to 
be very rapid promotion, but the follow- 
ing facts, it is believed, will Justify such 
a condition. 

“Each of the above-mentioned lien- 
tenant colonels has had over 28 years’ 
service, three entering the Marine Corps 
in 1907 and one in 1908. They all held 
temporary commissions as major during 
the World War, which, added to their 
service as permanent major, gave them 
approximately seventeen years’ service 
in that grade, ten years in ercess of the 
desirable, While one or two years, when 
taken by itself may appear to be unduly 
short service in grade, it is not when it 
is realized that these same officers stag- 
nated in the nert lower grade of major 
for approrimately seventeen years, and 
while so doing, performed Meutenant 
colonels’ and colonels’ duties, And fur- 
ther, had it not been for the former in- 
efficient and antiquated seniority system 
in the Marine corps, they would have 
normally been promoted to the grade of 
colonel—along with their running mates 
in the Navy—prior to this time.” 


Bites Army Air Corps Promotion 

Colonel Arthur then pointed out that 
when the Navy Staff Corps Equalization 
bill was passed, there was rapid pro- 
motion and that during the World War 
and in the Army Air Corps today offi- 
cers can gain more than one grade in a 
year. He then returned to his general 
statement on the bill and explained the 
situation with regard to the 13 captains 
who though selected cannot be promoted 
hecause above 45 years of age. 

“While it is highly desirable to elimi- 
nate officers who are over-age in grade,” 
he declared, “it is not believed that the 
Congress intended to make the law re- 
troactive or to militate against officers 


who had been legally selected prior to 
reaching the age limit. The forty-five 
year captains who have been selected 


are highly qualified officers who normally 
would have been promoted years ago but 
for the stagnation of promotion in the 


Marine Corps under the seniority 
system.” 
Several Committee members’ then 


asked several questions as to the effect 
of the provisions of bill designed to 
liberalize selection, and Representative 
Patrick H. Drewry, Dem. of Va. wanted 
to know whether or not the bill “was

satisfactory to everyone.” 

“| have spoken to many officers who 
would be affected,” said Colonel Arthur, 
“end all of them favor it. They believe 
they have a chance under it.” 

“Not by any means do all of the offi- 
ers favor it,” declared Chairman Vin- 
gon. “It doesn’t take care of all of them. 
let’s see exactly what it will do.” 

It was then brought out that if the 
pill passes 38 majors will be considered 
by the special board. Nine can be se- 
lected and of the remaining 29, 11 will 
ye retired on June 30, 1936. The other 
18 will remain on the active list and, 
will remain eligible for selection by the 
pext board. The next year probably 10 
or 11 will be retired, the others staying 
on still eligible for selection and will go 
wut the following year, if not selected. 

Of the lieutenant colonels, four will 
be selected from 15 eligible, six will be 
forcibly retired on June 30, 1936 and five 
carried over on the retention list. They 
will retire June 30, 1937, if not selected 
by a subsequent board. Actually there 
are 17 lieutenant colonels on the active 


list who held that rank when the se- 
lection law was passed. One, however, 
has made application for retirement 


after 30 years service and his applica- 
tion has been accepted. Another officer 
has been found physically disqualified 
and is retiring. It would be possible, it 
is pointed out, for the former to with- 
draw his application for retirement. 


Service at Headquarters 

Colonel Arthur then continued with 
his statement. Turning to the provision 
limiting service at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, he told the committee that the 
Major General Commandant agreed with 
the general principle that officers should 
nt service at Headquarters for more 
than four out of eight consecutive years, 
and asserted that the past and present 
plicy was to adhere to this as far as 
practicable. He then defended the need 
for exceptions to the rule, and said that 
in its present form the limitation “meets 
with the Commandant’s approval.” 

At Wednesday morning’s hearing, 
Colonel Arthur continued his statement 
of explanation of the bill. When he 
started to give arguments in favor of 
the repeal of Section 16, Representative 
Darden suggested that it be skipped as 
the Committee had already been over it 
when it considered HR 4016. 

“‘Let’s get over to the vital part of 
the bill which deals with the passed over 
dficers,” he said. His suggestion was 
‘greed to by the committee, and Colonel 
Arthur went on with his explanation. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, Rep. 
it Minn. interrupted a little later to ask 
tim what would happen to officers who 
have been selected once but have since 
wen passed over for promotion to a 
higher rank. 

“There are two lieutenant colonels and 
tree majors who were selected once but 
Were passed over by a later selection 
ward,” Colonel Arthur answered. 
Under this bill they would not be eli- 





gible for consideration by the special 
board, but they will still be eligible for 
selection by at least one more regular 
selection board.” 


Cost of the Bill 

In reply to a question by Representa- 
tive McFarlane, Colonel Arthur declared 
that the bill would cost about $85,000 the 
first year, and $50,000 to $75,000 a year 
for several years thereafter. The meas- 
ure, however, he said, would in the long 
run cost no money, as while the cost of 
the retired list would go up, the cost of 
the active list would go down. 

“Do I understand that we have too 
many officers now,” asked Representative 
George Burnham, Rep. of Calif. “That is 
why we are going to retire more of 
them?” 

“No sir,” replied the Colonel. “We do 
not have enough officers. We will replace 
those retired by younger men.” 

Representative McFarlane then wanted 
to know the compulsory retirement ages, 
and Colonel Arthur gave these for each 
rank. Pointing out that in all of the 
armed services there is automatic pro- 
motion to first lieutenant or lieutenant, 
junior grade, after three years service 
but only in the Marine Corps do the 
officers promoted fail to receive the 
pay of the higher rank, he added, 

“That is one of the principal reasons 
why we want to repeal Section 16. It is 
working a great hardship on the group 
of officers who can least afford it, the 
lowest paid class.” 

“They are not the only ones who would 
benefit by the repeal of Section 16, are 
they, Colonel,” Representative Darden 
asked. 

“No,” admitted Colonel Arthur, “There 
are others, too.” 

After several members of the commit- 
tee made references to the “unrest” 
created in the Marine Corps by the se- 
lection act, Colonel Arthur defended its 
operation. 

Navy “Better Disciplined” 

“Selection is new in the Marine 
Corps,” he said. “It came upon the Corps 
out of a clear sky. Naturally there has 
been a lot of opposition to it from offi- 
cers who were not selected. There was 
bound to be. The Navy, now, has had 
selection either out or up for 35 years 
and their officers are better disciplined. 
They have better discipline in the Navy. 
They are steeled to selection, and realize 
that it is to the best advantage of the 
Navy. Consequently, if passed over they 
take it more or less philosophically. 
Later on, I believe, the same thing will 
come about in the Marine Corps. Al- 
ready it is noticeable. When the first 
selection board met, Headquarters was 
buzzing with talk of selection. No one 
talked of anything else. When the last 
board met, officers took it as a matter 
of course. There was comparatively 
little interest in it.” 

“That's because they had lost interest 
in the Marine Corps,” commented Repre- 
sentative Maas. 


“I do not think so,” said Colonel 
Arthur. 

“Well, I do,” returned Representative 
Maas.

“If officers have lost 
Service as the result 
should abolish it,’ 
Vinson. 

“I think that we should abolish it,” 
said Representative Maas. 

“If you did, it would wreck the Ma- 
rine Corps,” Colonel Arthur stated. 

“Why, of course, it would,” Repre- 
sentative Vinson said, “You have to 
have selection. If you would return to 
seniority you would destroy ambition. 
The Army has no selection and last year 
they had to pass a bill to automatically 
promote about five thousand officers. 
That is not the way to do it.” 

“Why don’t we do something about it 
then,” declared Representative McFar- 
lane, “The Army and Navy should be 
alike in pay and rank. Let’s change it.” 

“We have enough to do without trying 
to run the Army,” interjected Repre- 
sentative Darden. 

“What’s sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander,” returned Representative 
McFarlane, “We ought to treat them all 
alike.” 


Selection For Army 


“IT would like to see the Army have 
selection, but the Army doesn’t want it. 
And its useless to try to do anything 
unless you can get a general agreement. 
Senator Byrnes and _ Representative 
Oliver were on a committee which 
studied that for a long time and couldn't 
get anywhere.” 

“You wouldn't need selection in any 
of the services if they would enforce 
the professional examinations,” said 
Representative Maas, “That's all they'd 
need, but they won't enforce it.” 

The old question of basing pay on 
rank was introduced into the discussion 
by Representative McFarlane, who ob- 
jected to the complication of the pay 
system of the services. 

“In my way of thinking,” commented 
Chairman Vinson, “every captain should 
get the pay of a captain and every lieu- 
tenant should get the pay of a lieu- 
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tenant. We should not have a system 
where an officer doesn’t know himself 
what the amount of his next month's 
pay check is going to be. But you can't 
do anything about it. I had a bill to 
base pay on rank, but couldn't get any- 
where with it. Its too complicated and 
you cannot get anyone to agree with 
anyone else on anything.” 

“Let’s go into that next year,” sug- 
gested Representative Maas. 

“We ought to have a subcommittee 
look into that now and report back later 
on,” insisted Representative McFarlane. 

“Oh, you wouldn’t get anywhere,” re- 
turned Chairman Vinson, “Its too com- 
plicated.

“Why don't you bring in a resolution 
calling for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to study the question?”

“I will,” he replied, “I think some- 
thing should be done.” 


Lessens Severity of Slection 

Chairman Vinson, then insisted on the 
cammittee coming back to the bill on 
hand, and Colonel Arthur went on with 
his statement. Later Representative 
Darden asked: 

“This bill represents a compromise 
between Congress and the Corps on the 
question of the lessening the severity of 


selection does it not, Colonel? It is a 
middle ground measure, is not that 
true?” 


“The question as to whether or not 
there has been any ‘severity of selec- 
tion’ is a matter of opinion,” Colonel 
Arthur replied, “Headquarters does not 
admit that selection has been severe.” 

“Well then it is a compromise between 
the Committee and Headquarters over 
what the Committee considers is too 
severe selection,” said Representative 
Darden. 

“I congratulate the witness on his 
adroitness,” broke in Chairman Vinson, 
“He has done very well in avoiding be- 
ing pinned down to something he doesn’t 
want to say.” 

“He’s been listening to the admirals,” 
said Representative McFarlane. 

“He'll be a major general himself 
soon,” added Chairman Vinson. 

Later Representative Maas contended 
at length that the present selection 
system in the Navy and Marine Corps 
was a “plucking system.” 

“What is the difference between out- 
right ‘plucking’ and selecting some offi- 
cers for promotion and retiring others,” 
he declared. “You are actually selecting 
them out although you do not designate 
them by name. That is ‘plucking’ by 
whatever name you call it.” 

Objection was raised by Mr. Maas to 
the exemption of the Assistant to the 
Major General Commandant from the 
service in Washington provision. 

“Breaking up Dynasty” 

“It seems to me that it will lead to 
ereating a dynasty, whereby by custom 
the Assistant Commandant will succeed 
to the Commandancy, he said. 

Colonel Arthur disagreed with him, 
declaring that history did not bear him 
out. Since 1911, he said, only four offi- 
cers who served as Assistant Com- 
mandants have later become Com- 
mandants. 

“No ambitious general officer would 
volunatrily accept the position of Assist- 
ant Commandant if he is not exempt 
from the provision,” he said, “It would 
probably prevent him from ever becom- 
ing Commandant.” 

“It looks to me like it would help 
build up a political machine at Head- 
quarters,” said Representative McFar- 
lane. “That was all brought out at the 
‘Battle of Russell's Run’ last year, and 
we don’t want to continue that political 
regime.” 

“We're breaking it 
Representative Vinson. 

Representative William J. Sears, Dem. 
of Fla. then wanted to know whether 
the bill would add to the cost of re- 
tired pay. 

“How far and how long can we add 
to the retired pay of the Navy and 
Marine Corps without the country ob- 
jecting,” he asked? 

“Congressman, that is a surprising 
thing,” said Col. Arthur. “I was sur- 
prised myself in looking into this thing, 
to discover that you can retire one of 
these officers, appoint a second lieutenant 
and promote all along the line and then 
save $15,000 in ten years and $19,000 in 
twenty years.” 

“Sears has put his finger on a very 
sore spot,” Representative McFarlane 
declared, “I’d like to know how much 
this retired list burden has grown over 
a period of years, say the last ten 
years.”

General Board Study 
“The General Board is studying that 
question right now,” broke in Repre- 
sentative Darden. 
“We should have our own study, 
turned the Texan. 
Colonel Arthur then concluded his 


re- 





statement with an explanation of the 
Commandant’s views on the plan to 
forcibly select passed over officers. 

“Promotion by selection is a highly 
competitive process, the boards being re- 
quired by law, under oath, to recommend 
only those whom they consider to be 
the best qualified of all those under con- 
sideration to perform the duties of the 
next higher grade,” he said. “This 
means, then, that non-selection does not 
necessarily indicate inefliciency, and it 
is inevitable that there will be passed 
over some officers who are admittedly 
efficient and qualified for promotion 
when judged alone, but who, when com- 
pared with all other eligible officers of 
their grade, are not as well qualified as 
those selected by the board. The system 
is new in the Marine Corps, but it is 
sound in principle and has already done 
much to increase the morale and effi- 
ciency of the great majority of our offi- 
cers. It was adopted by Congress for 
the Corps only after long and careful 
study of its merits, using principally as 
a basis the beneficial results of the oper- 
ation of the same system in the Navy 
over a period of many years. 

“The past two senior boards have 
picked up several officers in the grades 
of lieutenant colonel and major, and it 
is quite likely that the next board, of 
its own accord, might pick up some 
more. 

“This provision, which will apply to 
one board only, will limit the officers 
eligible for consideration for selection 
by this special board to those who held 
commissions in the grades of major and 
lieutenant colonel when the Act of May 
29, 1934, was passed, and are still in 
those grades, not having been selected. 
The numbers designated for each grade, 
4 and 9, respectively, are the numbers 
authorized by law for selection, viz: 
10% of the next higher grades. The 
effect of this provision will be to delay 
the promotion of an equal number of 
younger officers in those grades for a 
short period. 

“The Major General Commandant 
does not advocate this provision, but he 
interposes no objection to it in view of 
the great benefits which will result to 
the Corps as a whole from other provi- 
sions of the bill. 

“This bill meets with the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget, and has been 
strongly recommended by the Navy De- 
partment as highly desirable legislation. 

“The Major General Commandant 
wishes me to urge on you gentlemen as 
strongly as possible favorable considera- 
tion of this bill. He feels that its enact- 
ment is absolutely vital to the future 
welfare and efficiency of the Marine 
Corps.” 

Colonel Buckley Called 

At the request of Representative Mc- 
Farlane, Lt. Col. W. W. Buckley, USMC- 
Ret., was then called to the witness 
stand. As Colonel Arthur left the 
stand, Chairman Vinson said: 

“I congratulate the witness on the 
frank, candid and thorough way he has 
testified. He is the best witness who 
has been before us in some time.” 

Colonel Buckley said as he came for- 
ward that he could only give the Com- 
mittee his general views, as he had not 
expected to be a witness and had not 
brought his “data” with him. 

“You were retired as the result of the 
Marine selection law,” Representative 
Vinson asked him? 

“T retired voluntarily last Fall after 
having been passed over by two selec- 
tion boards,” he said, “I wasn’t going 
to take it.” 

Colonel Buckley continued with the 
statement that he had not asked to 
testify, but that he was willing to ex- 
press his views if the committee wanted 
them. Several members asked him as 
to his record, and he responded in de- 
tail. 

He stated that he had never had an 
unsatisfactory efficiency report and 
never had been subjected to disciplinary 
action. During his 30 years’ service his 
reports had averaged 951% per cent, for 
all kinds of duty, he said, including ser- 
vice as Director of the Field Officers 
School, and attendance at the Army's 
Command and General Staff School. 
When he graduated from that institu- 





tion, he said, the Commandant had rec- 
ommended him as qualified for command 
of a brigade in war and for duty as a 
chief of staff. He said that he was serv- 
ing in China as second in command of 
the Legation Guard when he was passed 
over, and that he had been sent to 
China at the special instigation of the 
former Commandant, General Fuller, al- 
though not due for foreign service, be- 
cause the Legation Guard commander 
was in poor health and trouble was 
starting over there. 

“Colonel, you have a very fine record,” 
Chairman Vinson said when he finished, 
“what have you to say as to the records 
of the officers who were selected over 
you.” 

“Well, I would say that some of them 
had better records, some records as 
good, while others had records which 
were not as good,” he replied. 

“The selection boards had all of the 
records before them, did they not,” 
asked Chairman Vinson. 

“Yes,” Colonel Buckley answered, “but 
my contention is that they did not read 
them carefully.” 

“Does not the bill we have here cor- 
rect the situation,” continued Mr. Vin- 
son. 

“If I conceded that selection was 
all right, I would say so,” he answered, 
“But I do not. I have always been op- 
posed to it, that is the jumping of some 
officers over others with good records. 
That is probably one reason I was not 
selected.” 

“Colonel, I am sorry that you have 
retired,” commented Representative Dar- 
den, “If you had not, you could perhaps 
be aided by this bill.” 

“I would not remain on the active 
list,” he returned sharply, “if they made 
me a brigadier general.” 

The committee requested Colonel 
Buckley to draft a statement of his 
views on selection and insert in the 
printed record of the hearings. He 
agreed to do so. It then proceeded to 
read the bill for amendment, and a 
number of “clarifying” amendments 
proposed by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Office, were approved. 


Consider Amendments 


Representative Maas offered an amend- 
ment to apply the prohibition against 
serving more than four years out of any 
eight at the Navy Department to offi- 
cers of the Navy. 

“I am afraid that the gentleman has 
lost sight of the intention of the provi- 
sion,” declared Representative Vinson, 
“It is to break up a little group of offi- 
cers at Headquarters who have been run- 
ning things to suit themselves. The Ma- 
rine Corps is such a small service and 
officers get to know each other so well 
that little cliques grow up. The Navy 
is a large service and such legislation is 
not necessary. It is carrying out the 
intent of the provision now.” 

“I disagree,” Representative Maas 
came back, “There are proportionately 
just as many officers of the Navy on 
duty at the Department and a clique 
has grown up which has controlled se- 
lection. Those who have served in the 
Bureau of Navigation are the ‘fair- 
haired boys.’ ” 

“We can deal with the Navy later,” 
said the Chairman, “I do not agree with 
you, but this is no time to consider it.” 

“I would support you in this,’ Rep- 
resentative Darden told Mr. Maas, “But 
it would endanger this bill. It is a very 
vital matter and we would have to de- 
lay it to allow the Navy to be heard.” 

Representative Maas then agreed to 
withdraw his amendment but declared 
that he was going to ask the committee 
to consider it later as a separate bill. 
He then proposed another amendment 
which would prevent service rendered in 
Washington prior to passage of the act 
from being counted in the restriction. 
Colonel Arthur told the committee that 
Marine Corps would have no objection 
to the amendment. Admiral Bloch, 
without expressing any opinion of the 
provision, declared that it would post- 
pone its effect for eight years, whereas 
as written the section would go into ef- 
fect immediately and require that be- 
fore any officer was ordered to duty 
at Headquarters that his record be

scanned to see how much time he hag 
spent there in the past eight years, 

“What we are trying to do is to b 
up a little clique at Headquarters,” Rep. 
resentative Vinson said, “and why not 
do it now, instead of waiting unti 
later.” 

The proposal was voted down 7 to 4 
and Representative Maas proposed ap. 
amendment. This would haye 
prevented any Naval or Marine Corps 
selection Vourd from considering the 
medical record of an officer in deter. 
mining his relative fitness for promo. 
tion, and would have provided for 
every officer up for selection to be 
brought before an examining board for 
a physical examination immediately 
prior thereto. When Chairman Vingop 
objected to the proposal, Representative 
Maas said he would withdraw it, if he 
would be given a hearing on the matter 
during this session. Chairman Vingop 
agreed, saying he could have the hear. 
ing next week. 

The committee then voted unanimously 
to report the bill. 

Representative Vinson was the princ- 
pal witness before the Senate Navyaj 
Committee when it considered the 
Marine bill, April 2. Explaining the 
purpose of the measure, he said: | 

“I want the record to show that I do 
not think that a single injustice was 
done to any officer under the operation 
of the selection law. What we are try- 
ing to do is to eliminate from the minds 
of officers not selected that injustice was 
done, and help the morale of the ser. 
vice.” 

Senator David I. Walsh, Dem. of 
Mass., acting chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, asked what retired 
pay officers to be eliminated under the 
bill will receive and upon being told 
that their pay will range from $3,500 to 
$3,900 “a year, commented: 

“That is pretty good pay for men to 
retire on when they have been found the 
least efficient in their grade.” 

“I wish the Government was a 
liberal to Congressmen when they re 
tire.” Representative Vinson said. One 
of the great issues today is the mount 
ing cost of retired pay. It is between 
seven and nine million dollars a year 
for the Navy alone.” 

Representative Vinson concluded bis 
statement with a suggestion that “i 
order to save parliamentary time” the 
Committee substitute the present bill for 
the bill which passed the House last 
year. The committee then went into 
executive session, and shortly there 
after adjourned without finally acting 
on the measure. A vote was delayed 
to permit the House hearings to be 
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printed and distributed to members of 
the Senate committee.

The Ordnance Department

RDNANCE materiel embraces can- 
non and their mounts, whether 
fxed or mobile, fire control instruments, 
tanks, combat cars, armored cars, scout 
ars and in general any track laying ve- 
hile or armored vehicle, machine guns 
ad mounts, small arms including rifles, 
rvolvers, pistols and shotguns, ammuni- 
tion for all artillery weapons and small 
ams, bombs, grenades and pyrotechnics.

Funds appropriated 
for research and development are then 
uplied to the design and manufacture 
a pilot. In important cases the de- 
ign is examined carefully, not only by 
Ordnance personnel but also by the us- 
ly arm or service board, and in the 
ase of certain automotive equipment by 
the Ordnance Advisory Committee of the 
fclety of Automotive Engineers. 
On completion of a pilot by a manu- 
feturing arsenal a shop test is con- 
tuted, after which the pilot is sent to 
te Aberdeen Proving Ground for an ex- 
ustive engineering test which usually 
tevelops certain unsatisfactory features.

mean that development work on the item 
ceases. It will never be possible to attain 
perfection so there will always be room 
for improvement of standardized items. 
Furthermore, the advancement of science 
and new conceptions of tactical doctrine 
lead to revised statements of military 
characteristics. It is highly desirable 
that there be an approved standard for 
every required type so that in the event 
of an emergency there will be no doubt 
as to what is to be procured. 

The French 75 mm gun and carriage 
Model 1897 was made standard for our 
service during the World War, but ever 
since that time efforts have been made 
to improve it. Two principal attempts 
have been made. One is practically 
the French carriage in which the wooden 
steel tired wheels are replaced by pneu- 
matic tired wheels. This conversion can 
be made for about $300 per carriage and 
enables this carriage to be towed at high 
speeds. The other carriage makes use of 
the French gun and recuperator but pro- 
vides new under-carriage and sighting 
equipment. This carriage permits the 
gun to be fired at elevations up to 45° 
in place of the 19° obtainable with the 
French carriage. This means an increase 
of range of over 50%. It also permits 
wide change in direction without mov-

ing the carriage and the new sighting 
equipment will permit its effective use 
against rapidly moving targets. 

The life of a gun carriage in service is 
about 80,000 rounds of ammunition. The 
cost of the new under-carriage and sight- 
ing equipment is less than that of 1,000 
rounds. The sheer economy of the more 
efficient carriage is obvious. 

The Engineers Prepare To Assist

NGINEERING operations have 

played an important part in the mili- 
tary campaigns of history. Few indeed 
are the campaigns of either ancient or 
modern times where success has been ob- 
tained without the aid of roads, bridges, 
or other works coming within the prov- 
ince of the counterpart of our modern 
engineer troops. Many of these works 
were constructed in times past by the 
combatant forces themselves, but they 
were none the less engineering works. 
Due to the complicities introduced into 
our civilization by the developments of 
science, the modern age is one of special- 
ists, Soldiers have become specialists too, 
and today we have engineer troops for 
engineer work. These units, equipped 
and trained specifically for the perform- 
ance of engineer work, can be employed 
far more effectively on such work than 
could troops armed, equipped and trained 
primarily for combat. 

There are two missions assigned the 
engineers of our war time armies; 
namely, to assist the operations of the 
field forces by means of engineering 
works, and to supply these same forces 
with engineer supplies and equipment. It 
is with these missions in mind that all 
engineer training and research are con- 
ducted. Modern methods must be sub- 
stituted for outmoded ones, and existing 
equipment must be replaced if more effi- 
cient types can be developed. Research 
has been pursued diligently since the 
war, for in this way only can the engi- 


neers give maximum aid to the field 
forces. 
Full exploitation of the potential 


mobility of modern armies can be had 
only when the routes of operation and 
supply are uninterrupted. Conversely the 
destruction of these routes will reduce 
the potential mobility of an adversary. 
Both the maintenance and destruction of 
the routes of communication are func- 
tions of engineer troops. Motor trans- 
portation is now a necessity for these 
troops if they are to adequately accom- 
plish these functions in the enlarged area 
of maneuver; modern mechanical equip- 
ment must be provided if works are to 
be accomplished in the limited time 
available. The engineer squadron of the 
cavalry division is now completely motor- 
ized and the engineer combat regiment 
of the infantry division motorized except 
for personnel and platoon tool wagons. 
Small trucks in which personnel and 
tools may be rapidly moved to distant 


points are now part of the equipment of 

both the squadron and combat regiment. 

Gasoline road graders, shovels, and air 

compressors are provided both organiza- 

tions to speed up the necessary work. 

The increase in motor vehicles in our 
divisions is not an unmixed blessing. The 
weight of most of these vehicles is con- 
siderably more than that of the escort 
wagon; our bridges must accordingly be 
capable of sustaining these greater loads. 
The ponton equippage so effectively used 
in the Civil War is no longer of much 
value and has given way to models de- 
veloped to sustain the heavy motor truck 
and infantry tanks of today. Two sat- 
isfactory models have now reached the 
procurement stage; the Ponton Bridge, 
7% ton, (Model 1926), a bridge of light 
metal boats capable of sustaining loads 
as great as that of a loaded 8-ton truck, 
and the Heavy Ponton Bridge, 23 ton, 
(Model 1924), a bridge of heavy wooden 
boats and capable of sustaining loads up 
to and including that of a 23-ton tank. 

The increased use of aircraft for mili- 
tary purposes has introduced many new 
problems for the engineers as well as 
other arms. It has at the same 
time made available a new means 
for reconnaissance and mapping, thereby 
helping to solve the problems produced 
by the increased area and speed of opera- 
tions brought by the use of motor ve- 
hicles and mechanized forces. Mapping 
by conventional ground methods to pro- 
duce maps sufficiently accurate for the 
control of artillery fire requires an im- 
mense amount of time. This time is 
available only with stabilized situations 
such as existed in France during the late 
war, and motorization and mechaniza- 
tion have rendered such a situation im- 
probable, especially at the outbreak of 
war. Contrary to general belief, few 
parts of the world are now accurately 
mapped, hence, the rapid production of 
maps is most essential to modern mili- 
tary operations. The engineer detach- 
ment working at Wright Field in con- 
junction with the Air Corps is constantly 
employed on this work and the progress 
is highly encouraging. Aerial-photo map- 
ping has now been developed to the point 
where the method can be used to produce 
accurate maps within a reasonably short 
time. 

In this connection, new methods, ap- 
plicable to use in the field, have been de- 
veloped for the reproduction of maps and 
aerial photographs. These methods per- 
fected by the Engineer Board furnish 
means for producing in quantity aerial 
photographs and map overlays with ac- 
curacy and with the required speed. 

Construction in the theater of opera- 
tions is one of the main functions of the 
Corps of Engineers, due to the huge vol- 
ume of work and materials involved. 
While the work is reduced to simplicity 
itself by divorcing from construction 
plans all embellishments and unneces- 
sary refinements, the administration of 
the work is involved and requires en- 
gineers and administrators of the high- 
est capacity if the work is to progress 
rapidly enough to meet the demands. 
Only through actual construction experi- 
ence can an officer be developed for the 
responsibilities of war time construction. 
The Corps of Engineers has been partic- 
ularly fortunate during recent years in 
having under its control large construc- 
tion projects such as the Bonneville and 
Fort Peck dams, the Florida Ship Canal, 
and the Passamaquoddy ‘Tidal Power 
Project. These projects have been ex- 
ecuted under conditions demanding speed 
and good organization; they have pro- 
vided ideal training for officers who may 
be called upon to handle large scale con- 
struction under the conditions which 
would confront the Corps of Engineers 
in an emergency. 

With this civil works training now in 
progress for over 200 officers of the 
Corps, and with an active program of 
research in progress, the Corps of FEn- 
gineers is well prepared to give !ts muxi- 
mum assistance to the other arms when- 
ever the need arises. 


The Quartermaster Corps 
(Article prepared March 25)

HE Quartermaster Corps, unlike the 
arms whose sole peace-time missions 
are “Preparedness for National Defense,” 
has the same functions, but on a smaller 
scale, in time of peace as it has in 
time of war, namely, the supply, trans- 
portation and shelter of the personnel of 
the various components of the Army of 
the United States. 

Its normal peace-time missions during 
the past three years have been almost 
doubled by giving it the task of supply- 
ing, transporting and sheltering the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. This ad- 
ditional task presented many new and 
perplexing problems, and no proof is 
necessary to show that these problems 
have been solved satisfactorily and in an 
efficient manner. 

The magnitude of this additional task 
may be summarized by the following 
statistics which apply to the calendar 
year of 1935 only. 

During this year, the Quartermaster 
Corps subsisted, clothed, equipped, 
sheltered, and transported the Civilian 
Conservation Corps at an average daily 
strength of approximately 892,000 men, 
The cost of the subsistence items alone 
procured during the year amounted to 
over $64,000,000. The cost of the cloth- 
ing and equipage procured for the Civil- 
jan Conservation Corps amounted = to 
approximately $67,000,000. The cost of 
transporting the men and supplies dur- 
ing the year amounted to almost $22,- 
000,000, This Involved the inter Corps 
Area movement of approximately 108,- 
000 men in 268 special trains, composed 
of 522 coaches, 2177 sleeping cars, and 
786 baggage cars. In addition, approxi- 
mately 10,000 freight cars were required 
for the movement of supplies and equip- 
ment. This transportation does not in- 
clude local movements or movements 
via motor transport. And while on this 
subject, it may be added that there were 
purchased and delivered during the year 
to the Civilian Conservation Corps 5,384 
motor vehicles of all kinds, and 70 items 
of round equipment, at a total cost of 
approximately $4,135,000, 

In its contribution to the progress 
made by the War Department during 
the past few years in motorizing and 
modernizing the American Army, the 
Quartermaster Corps has, since Septem- 
ber 1933, with the funds made available 
by Congress and by the President, con- 
structed, inspected, accepted, and 
turned over to the Army, 1,636 build- 
ings, structures and installations, vary- 
ing in cost from a few thousand to 
almost a million dollars each, including 
the utilities for these structures, such as 
water, sewers, gas, electric lines, storm 
drainage systems, railroad track exten- 
sions, grading, seeding, planting, as well 
as fencing, dredging, sidewalks, paved 
roads, and warming-up aprons and run- 
ways on flying fields. In the construc- 
tion of these buildings and structures 
a tremendous amount of labor was in- 
volved in the preparation of the various 
detailed plans and specifications. 

As to motorization, it may be stated 
that up to January 1, 1934, the War De- 
partment was still using approximately 
6,000 motor vehicles purchased during 
the World War. Since that time ap 
proximately 9,900 new and modern 
vehicles have been purchased, not only as 
replacements for the War types, but to 
further motorize the Army so that the 
Army is now equipped with 13,000 motor 
vehicles of models from one month to 
eight years old, of which number ap- 
proximately 10,000 are less than three 
years old. Motor vehicles maintenance 
facilities have been correspondingly in- 
creased and somewhat decentralized to 
Corps Area control so that all vehicles 
can now be readily serviced and repaired. 
In addition to these, approximately 3,422 
vehicles have been purchased for the Na- 
tional Guard during the same period. 

In the preparation for fulfilling its 
missions in case of a national emergency, 
the Quartermaster Corps has perfected 
its mobilization plans by providing for 
the establishment in each of the nine 
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Personals

Reserve Tra‘ning Policies

lowed to promote to fill up the tables 
of organization “they would be allright.” 

Ist Sgt. George W. Vandever, of the 
izth Infantry, Ft. Howard, Md., the 
next witness, told the committee while 
this might help Sergeant Barrington’s 
regiment, it would not help many others 
as most of them were up to their tables 
of organization. Besides increased 
grades and ratings, he advocated retire- 
ment for physical disability, restoration 
of the reenlistment allowance, and ad- 
ditional privates, first class. 

Representative Plumley then declared 
that he wished to “qualify Sergeant 
Vandever as an ‘expert witness’”, and 
asked him to tell the committee what 
the various stripes on his sleeve meant. 
After Sergeant Vandever pointed out his 
wound stripe, chevrons, and other mark- 
ings showing service in France, service 
as a commissioned officer, etc., Represen- 
tative Plumley said, 

“Now, that is what I would call an 
‘honest-to-goodness expert.’ These men 
are the real experts. They know what 
they are talking about. They have the 
responsibility of training the shave-tail 
lieutenants and they make them into 
damn good ofticers.” 

Ist Sgt. Henry Rist, of the 6th Field 
Artillery, Ft. Hoyle, Md., toid the com- 
mittee next that the other witnesses had 
covered everything he had in mind, add- 
ing that he wanted to stress the need 
of increasing the pay of privates. 

“Especially in the mounted branches,” 
he said, “We need good men. And just 
when our men become good we lose them. 
Of the 145 men in my company, 100 are 
new men.” 

Figures showing that $12 out of a 
private’s monthly pay goes for essentials 
such as toilet articles, cleaning bills, 
ete., were presented to the committee by 
Ist Sgt. Jesse T. Richardson, of the 52nd 
Coast Artillery, Ft. Monroe, Va. 

“And that only leaves him $9 a month 
for cigarettes, recreation, reading ma- 
terial, movies, ete.” he added. “Another 
point,” he continued, “Is as to the caps 
which are issued. They are not what 
they should be. We want to look our 
best and so we pay $2.25 for the better 
cap. It would seem that the Govern- 
ment could provide this, as the one we 
get now costs $1.80. Also the khaki 
shirts now issued do not fit, and the 
gloves come up to a man’s elbows. Men 
cannot do the manual of arms properly 
with such gloves. 

“Housing conditions are terrible in my 
regiment. We keep the quarters, which 
are 100 years old, in good shape, but 
there are no inside bathrooms or la- 
trines. Men have to go outside 200 feet 
in the dead of winter to bathe. We laso 
need a gymnasium.” 

Chairman McSwain broke in here to 
adyise the witnesses to confine their re- 
marks to matters affecting enlisted men 
generally throughout the Army. Ist Sgt. 
James ©. Maples of the 2nd Coast Ar- 
tillery, Ft. Monroe, was the next witness. 
He declared that the most important 
need was to provide a pay increase for 
privates after they finish their recruit 
training. He also declared that there 
was an insufficient number of non-com- 
missioned officers. 

St. Set. Claude R. Lucy, 44th Ord- 
nance Co. Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md., who was called next, presented a 
number of recommendations to the com- 
mittee. He advocated compulsory re- 
tirement after 30 years service, with 
optional retirement after 25 years, and 
a minimum retired pay of $100 a month; 


automatic retirement for no-com- 
missioned officers; an increase in the 
warrant officer strength by 600; a 


restoration of the reenlistment bonus; 
promotion to private, first class, after 
six months service and marksmanship 
pay for ail branches who use the rifle. 
“We should have either a complete 
change in the pay bill or else restore 
the reenlistment allowance,” he stated, 
“Men used to use their allowance to go 
home and see their parents. They no 
longer are able to do so. Or if they are 


married, they would pay up back bills. 
Payment of the allowance has been sus- 
pended since the Economy Act and it 





would be a fine thing if it could be re- 
stored,” 

As Sergeant Lucy finished his state- 
ment, Chairman McSwain said, 

“You seem like a soldier of unusual 
intelligence. Would you say that the 
views expressed here represent a cross 
section of opinion of enlisted men of the 
Army? Do you feel that you men repre- 
sent the rest of the non-commissioned 
officers.” 

“Yes, sir,” replied Sergeant 
believe that we do.” 

St. Set. Paul R. Reagon, of the Hola- 
bird Quartermaster Depot, called next, 
told the committee he saw no future in 
the Army due to the slow promotion in 
the upper grades. He advocated ad- 
ditional grades and ratings. Ist Sgt. 
Harry F. Crist, AC, of Langley Field, 
Va., was the next witness called. 

“It seems, and I regret it, that every- 
one has forgotten the mess sergeant,” he 
said, “Morale begins in the mess hall. 
When a man is well fed his morale is 
high and when badly fed, it is low. 
And a good mess depends on having a 
good mess sergeant. No sergeant wants 
to be an efficient mess sergeant any 
more, if he is good he stays there and 
there is no advancement for him unless 
he comes out. There should be promo- 
tion to technical and master sergeant in 
the mess.” 

Sergeant Crist also recommended pro- 
vision for disability retirement of men 
with long service. St. Sgt. Donald 
Baker, 3rd Cavalry, of Ft. Myer, Va. de- 
claring thet he concurred with every- 
thing that had been said by other wit- 
nesses, and stressed the disability re- 
tirement proposal. 

“The fear of becoming disabled is the 
bugaboo of every one with more than 15 
years’ service,” he said, “Men by that 
time have lost touch with civil life, and 
are not fit for any job outside. I know 
of one cuse of a non-commissioned offi- 
cer who lost his arm and was pensioned 
on $18 a month. He is now on relief.” 

Sergeant Baker, told the committee 
that he had served three years in the 
Navy and 16 years in the Army. Dur- 
ing the three year period in the Navy, 
he said he had reached the grade of 
petty officer, first class, a higher grade 
than his present one. 

“That’s the only thing about the Navy 
that I like,” he added, “And that’s the 
better chances of promtion.” 

M. Sgt. Fred Walker, 16th Field Ar- 
tillery of Ft. Myer, Va. also drew a 
comparison with the Navy. 

“It would be fine if we could have 
what the Navy has, or something like,” 
he declared, “We hear year in and year 
out about the faster promotion in the 
Navy and we lose many good men on 
account of it.”

Army Enlisted Promotions 


The War Department sponsored the 
bill authorizing the President to set the 
number of enlisted men in each of the 
pay grades and the number of specialists 
ratings was passed by the Senate March 
27. 

Under the bill the Department, 
through Presidential executive orders, 
will be enabled to rearrange the number 
of soldiers in the puy grades so as to 
increase the opportunities for advance- 
ment and to ease the stagnation that 
has existed in non-commissioned promo- 
tion for some time. Also the number of 
soldiers to be rated as specialists may 
be increased. 

Senator King spoke against the bill 
und said he would vote against it, but 
he did not make a formal objection, Had 
he made formal objection the bill would 
not have been acted upon because the 
Senate was on the consent calendar and 
one objection would have been sufficient 
to pass over the bill. 

During the discussion the following 
colloquy took place: 

Mr. Sheppard. Mr. President, this bill en- 
ables the President to rearrange grades and 
ratings of enlisted men without increasing 
the total number. It is an administrative 
measure, which gives the Department greater 
flexibility in these respects. 

Mr. King. May I inquire of the Senator 
whether it would increase the cost to the 
Government? 

Mr. Sheppard. As to whether there would 
be any actual increase in appropriations 





would depend on the appropriations made 
by Congress for the Army from time to 
time. 

Mr. King. If the ratings and grades 
changed the status and gave the men ad- 
vanced status, obviously it would increase 
the annual expenses of the War Department. 

Mr. Sheppard. Final power in the matter 
would rest with the Committees on Appro- 
priations and Congress. The Navy Depart- 
ment has the same flexibility in rearranging 
grades and ratings. 

Mr. King. Is there any limitation as to 
the grades and the compensation in the 
respective grades? Suppose the President 
should transfer all the men to the highest 
grade; what would be the result? 

Mr. Sheppard. He is supposed to exercise 
his discretion in the matter within the en- 
listed strength allowed by law. 

Mr. King. Does the law fix the grades 
and the compensation in each grade? 

Mr. Sheppard. It does at present. Under 
the National Defense Act there are estab- 
lished for the enlisted men in the Army 
seven grades and six specialist ratings, the 
specialist ratings carrying extra pay appli- 
cable to men in the sixth and seventh 
grades. In addition there are two special- 
ist air-mechanics ratings applicable to the 
Air Corps. 

This bill would permit the President by 
Executive order from time to time to estab- 
lish the numbers of enlisted men of the 
Regular Army in grades or ratings in ac- 
cordance with changed circumstances and 
conditions. Its effect would be to eliminate 
from the National Defense Act the pro- 
visions specifying the numbers in enlisted 
grades and specialist ratings. 

The War Department advises that the 
Navy already has this administrative free- 
dom to adjust its allotments. In recom- 
mending this legislation for favorable action 
the War Department contends that the bill 
will have no effect at all of endangering 
the control of expenditures for enlisted pay, 
and that since the appropriation for enlisted 
pay has been the basic control factor in 
the past and will so continue in the future, 
the enactment of the bill would not in- 
crease the cost of the Military Establish- 
ment. 

Mr. King. Obviously the latter statement 
of the War Department is not quite accurate, 
because if we should lift from a lower grade 
to a higher grade any considerable num- 
ber, it would be bound to increase the ex- 
penditures, and though the Committees on 
Appropriations finally have the say as to 
what the aggregate appropriations for the 
Army shall be, if enlisted men are lifted 
from grades A. B and C to higher grades, 
and serve in those grades, obviously when 
the Committees on Appropriations are asked 
to make appropriations they would take into 
account the fact that those grades had been 
filled by persons of lower grades, and it 
would be their duty, it seems to me, to 
make the necessary appropriations to meet 
the larger expenditures. 

Mr. Sheppard. It is a matter of policy, of 
determination as to what should be done in 
the best interest of the Army. The same 
rule we are trying to adopt by this bill 
prevails in the Navy. 

Mr. King. Mr. President, we are in the 
habit of citing the case of one department 
that has had some favorable consideration, 
and had a set-up that becomes a precedent, 
in an endeavor to provide certain set-ups 
in all the departments. That is true in the 
civil service; employees are moved to grades, 
and because Mr. A has been elevated to a 
higher grade, then Mr. B must be elevated 
to a higher grade. The result is that in 
the higher grades there is, in my opinion, 
a superabundance of employees. 

Mr. Sheppard. I do not think the War 
Department has anything like that in mind. 
I think they are actuated by a desire to use 
the best method of classifying enlisted men. 

Mr. King. Mr. President, I shall not ob- 
ject to the consideration of the bill, but I 
shall vote against it, because I think it is 
unwise legislation.

cise command outside of the Air Corps 
over officers not permanently junior to 
them. 

Redefinition of the term “flying offi- 
cer” is an important measure which will 
enable older Air Corps officers who 
though no longer physically qualified as 
pilots are physically qualified for other 
Air Corps duties, to be assigned to 
duties which their experience qualifies 
them. It is of vital significance to the 
Corps for it will mean that no longer 
will the appearance with age of normal 
physical defects terminate the career of 
an Air Corps officer. 

The third measure is designed to take 
eare of the personnel needs of the Air 
Corps by providing for sufficient officer 





pilots to man the expanding Air Corps 
Due to the budgetary considerations, 
however, the number allowed wil] only 
take care of the next three year pro. 
gram. 


Army Day, 1917 


While the nation is observing Army 
Day, 1936, it is interesting to recall the 
events of April, 1917, of which the pres. 
ent Army Day is an anniversary. In bis 
new book, “The American Army 
France,” (published by Little, Browy 
and Co.) Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, 
USA-Ret., presents a splendid review of 
the temper of the nation and the hap- 
penings that led up to the declaration of 
u state of war. 

General Harbord points out sharply 
the sad state of our defenses upon ep. 
tering the conflict. “The formal Declars. 
tion of War,” he writes, “in the form of 
a Joint Resolution of both Houses, wag 
adopted promptly, the vote standing in 
the Senate 82 for and 6 against; in the 
House 373 for and 50 against. The 
Resolution was approved by the Presi- 
dent on April 6. The long period of 
neutrality was ended. It found the 
United States almost completely unpre. 
pared for war.” 

In his next chapter, “War means men, 
munitions and money,” General Harbord 
states. “The nation as a whole was still 
more or less under the spell of Bryanism 
with visions of a million men springing 
to arms over night. As in Mexico in 
1898, when the Maine was blown up, and 
casual Spaniards were saying that New 
York would be a Spanish province in 
two weeks with bullfights being held in 
Central Park—so now many Americans 
thought our soldiers would be in the 
trenches in three or four months and the 
War ended by a Yankee knockout by 
Christmas. Second only to the necessity 
of securing and organizing a_ trained 
force with which the United States could 
bear its part on the battlefield, and ac- 
tually ahead of it in urgency came the 
question to understanding minds of what 
the country could do in the long fifteen 
months that were to elapse before its 
Divisions reached the Western Front. 
Who would hold the line while we pre 
pared for war? The enemy would not 
wait. What could we do? The virtue of 
necessity made our first contribution 4 
financial one.” 


ROA President Views Thomason 
Act 


In a statement to the ArMy AND Navy 
JourNnaL Lt. Col. Frank E. Lowe, FA 
Res., National President of the Reserve 
Officers Association of the United States, 
endorses the Thomason Act providing 
for the training of Reserve Officers with 
the Regular Army.

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Philippine Army Progresses 

Rapid progress has been made in the 
organization of a National Defense for 
the Philippines under the direction of 
Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, military 
adviser to the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment. While comparatively little has 
nen heard in this country since the 
adoption by the legislature of the or- 
ganic national defense act there, much 
has been done of interest to the Ameri- 
can services. 

Of particular interest is Executive 
Order No. 10, recently signed by Presi- 
dent Quezon, set up a system of promo- 
tion for the Philippine Army. The sys- 
tem established differs in many ways 
from that in force in the American 
Army and is based on General Mac- 
Arthur’s study and understanding of 
conditions there. Principally, the sys- 
ten is based on seniority, but an 
eligibility board makes up a list of offi- 
vrs eligible for promotion and when a 
vacancy occurs if the senior in the grade 
wlow is on the eligible list he is pro- 
moted, if he is not on the list he is 
passed over the next one who is on the 
eligible list is promoted. Officers so 
passed over are separated from the ac- 
tive list. 


The number of officers to be mauain- 
tained in each grade above first lieu- 


tenant in the Regular Army is regulated 
by law. Third Lieutenants shall be pro- 
moted to the grade of Second Lieutenant 
and Second Lieutenants shall be pro- 
moted to the grade of First Lieutenant 
upon the completion of two and _ five 
years commissioned service respectively. 
Officers dropped from the active list 
shall be entitled, unless the eligibility 
Board shall find that the reason for 
separation is due to the officer’s own 
misconduct or wilful failure, to a cash 
honus or to retired compensation. If 
the officer shall have served a total of 
less than ten years as a commissioned 
officer in the active elements of the Con- 
sabulary or the Army of the Philip- 
pines, or both, he shall receive a bonus 
of one month’s base and longevity pay, 
as received by him at the time of his 
separation, for each complete year of 
such service. If the length of his com- 
missioned service totals ten years or 
more, he shall be entitled, as he may 
elect, either to a cash bonus on the same 
isis as provided in the preceeding 
sentence or to a retired pay of one and 
one-half per centum of his base and 
longevity pay, as received by him at the 
time of his separation from the active 
list, multiplied by the number of com- 
plete years he shal] have served as a 
commissigned officer. 

The Order provides for a 
Kligibility Board to be appointed an- 
nally by the President. It shall consist 
of five members, four of whom must be 
from among the active officers of the 
Army not below the rank of Colonel. 
The other member may be a retired offi- 
‘er, not below the grade of Colonel, or a 
‘vilian holding no government position 
of any kind. The Board shall consider 
recommendations of the Chief of Staff 
pertaining to the discharge of Third and 
Second Lieutenants. It shall also deter- 
nine annually the eligibility for promo- 
tion of officers between the grade of 
First Lieutenant and Lieutenant Colonel, 
inclusive, If the Board omits from the 
tligible list an officer who has been 
found by the preceding Board to be

“To develop an officer corps of this kind 
it is necessary to induct annually into the 
military service young men of outstanding 
ability and character; to train them thor 
oughly and progressively, and, finally, to 
devise a system of promotion and of elimina 
tion that while discovering and making the 


best possible use of patriotic talent, will 
also purge the army of ineptitude and in- 
efficiency. This last measure, that is the 


establishment of a sound promotion system, 
is the basic purpose of regulations to which 
I have just given my approval and are now 
being published to the service. 

“The true objective of a proper promotion 
system is not merely the aggrandizement of 
an few gifted individuals, it is the raising 
to a high level of the average efficiency of 
a whole corps. The problem is essentially 
collective and administrative rather than in- 
dividualistic and personal. 

“Theoretically all) promotion 
accomplished by a selective process—that is, 
each and every vacancy in every grade 
should be filled by advancing the particular 
subordinate who has demonstrated his su 
periority in qualifications. But important 
difficulties arise when attempting to apply 
this theory practically. No Commander-in 
Chief can be intimately acquainted with all 


should be 


the officers of an army that will be dis- 
tributed from Northern Luzon to Southern 
Mindinao, and will be engaged in a maul- 


titude of diversified activities, ranging from 
the purchase and storage of food supplies to 
the study of highly specialized branches of 
chemistry. Moreover, it is wholly impossible 
to devise any infallible system of evaluating 
ability that will permit higher authority to 
make distinctions on any such particularized 
basis. But the most serious objection to 
the selective method of promotion is that it 
frequently permits political or other ex- 
traneous influence to affect an officer’s ad. 
vancement. This is fatal to efficiency! 
Whenever an army becomes convinced that 
the promotion of an officer has resulted from 
favoritism or prejudice, irreparable harm is 
done to the morale of the whole corps, and 
the military service is certain to be neg 
lected in favor of political maneuvering. I 
am determined that nothing of this kind 
shall characterize the officer corps of the 
Philippine Army. The plan IT have approved 
seeks only the good of the service, the de 
velopment of the Army’s efficiency, and fair- 
ness and justice to the individual. 

“The system is based upon a few simple 
principles. The first of these is that, other 
things being equal, the officer of the longest 
service in each grade—that is, one with the 
greatest amount of experience—should logi- 
cally be promoted whenever a vacancy oc 
curs. The second principle is that each 
officer’s qualifications for promotion, as de 
picted in his complete official record, should 
be passed upon by a Board of disinterested 
and experienced soldiers who have nothing 
but the welfare of the country at heart. In 
providing for such judicial determination 
of qualifications, the plan compels a con 
tinuous rotation of the Board’s membership 
s0 that personal prejudice may not adversely 


effect the fortunes of any officer in 
service. The third principle is that when 
ever an officer becomes due for promotion 


and is found unqualified therefor, he should 
be immediately separated from the active 
list. Disgruntled and ineffective officers 
have no place in a virile and efficient army. 
Lastly, the plan recognizes the obligation 
of the government to any individual who 
has served his country long and faithfully 
but whose efficiency had finally deteriorated, 
through no fault of his own, to the point 
where his separation from the service be- 
comes desirable. In justice to him, the plan 
provides a small bonus or annuity that will 
tide him over the adjustment period as he 


undertakes to find employment in other 
walks of life. 
“I am convinced that this plan will pro- 


duce effective results. Its operation will 
have my personal and earnest supervision.

Should it come to my attention that any 
officer is attempting to use political or any 
other type of non-military influence to se- 
cure his own advancement, I will spare no 
effort to affect his immediate separation 
from the service.

Active Dutv for Reserves 

Policies to be followed by the War 
Department in the selection of the 1,000 
reserve second lieutenants who will be 
given a year’s active duty under the 
terms of the Thomason Act were an- 
nounced this week. 

The Thomason Act was pased last ses- 
sion but funds for carryine it ont were 
not initiated until they were Inserted 
in the 1987 appropriation bill by an 
amendment offered on the floor of the 
Hovse and adopted by that hody and 
later anproved by the Senate. The Ap- 
propriation bill is now in conference but 
provision for the vear's active duty is 
not in dispute. However, funds for 
permanent regular commissions for 0 
reserves, also provided in the Thomason 
Act, are in dispute so final determina- 
tion of that phase will await the con- 
ferees report. 

The Department’s statement of policy, 
issned this week, is as follows: 

“In the event sufficient funds are ap- 
propriated hy the Congress to put into 
effect the provisions of Public No. 408, 
74th Congress—2nd Session, popularly 
known as the Thomason Act, the plan 
given helow will be used for the initial 
selection of the 1.000 yearly trainees. 
The Act nrovides that the War Depart- 
ment will select each year not to exceed 
1.000 Reserve officers for service in the 
Reguiar Army for a term not to exceed 
one year, in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant. It also provides that for a period 
of ten years, beginning July 1, 1986, the 
Secretary of War is authorized to select 
ennually, in addition to the graduates 
from the United States Military Acad- 
emy, % officers who shall be commis- 
sioned in the Regular Army, selected 
from the Reserve officers who have re- 
ceived the training specified above. In 
ease funds for the training of the entire 
number of 1,000 Reserve officers are not 
appropriated, then the figures of dis- 
tribution by sections and by Corps Areas 
are reduced proportionately. 

“The trainees will be allotted as shown 
in the following table:

“b. That he have educational quali- 
fications at least equal to two years of a 
college course. 

“All the other trainees will be selected 
by Corps Area Commanders from second 
lieutenants of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, graduates of the ROTC less than 
28 years of age on July 1, 1986, in the 
following priorities: 

“Ist priority: 1986 graduates of insti- 
tutions offering a college degree ; 

“2nd priority: 1935 graduates of insti- 
tutions offering a college degree ; 

“Srd priority: Non-graduates of insti- 
tutions offering a college degree com- 
missioned in 1986: 

“4th priority: Non-graduates of insti- 
tutions offering a college degree com- 
missioned in 1985; 

“Sth priority: Other outstanding Re- 
serve second lieutenants commissioned 
from ROTC at institutions offering a 
college degree :

“It is desired that schools be repre 
sented among those selected, in so far 
as practicable, in proportion to the 
number of ROTC graduates in the cur- 
rent year from the institutions con- 
cerned. Corps Area Commanders will 
consider this factor in making their se- 
lections.”

Approves Army Bills 


A subcommittee of the House Military 
Committee yesterday approved a bill au 
thorizing the expenditure of approxi- 
mately a million dollars each at the 
Army arsenals at Edgewood, Md., and 
Hawaii. The subcommittee also favor 
ably reported to the full committee a 
bill authorizing the purchase of certain 
Chemical Warfare and Signal equipment 
without public advertising. 


Warrant Officer’s Pay 


The Senate Military affairs committee 
yesterday morning held a hearing on 
legislation granting Warrant officers of 
the Army the longevity pay of commis- 
sioned officers. Representatives of the 
Warrant Officers Associations and Rep- 
resentative Hoeppel testified. A similar 
measure has been tabled by a subcom- 





mittee of the House military committee. 
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Report Army Liquor Bill 

A bill removing all legislative restric- 
tions on the sale of liquor, wine and beer 
in the Army and granting authority to 
the Secretary of War to regulate such 
sales, was favorably reported to the 
House this week by the House Military 
Affairs Committee. 

As introduced by Representative 
Maury Maverick, Dem. of Tex. and ap- 
proved by the Committee, the bill re- 
peals the Act of 1901 and removes the 
last vestige of prohibition from the 
Army. Last session, Congress repealed 
an old law prohibiting the sale of liquor 
to officers and men in uniform and this 
bill would permit its sale on military 


reservations, but subject to whatever 
regulations the War Department de- 
cides to impose. The bill has the ap- 


proval of the Department and has been 
passed by the Secretary of the Budget. 

The House committee report declares 
in part: 

“The purpose of this bill is to provide 
regulation of the sale of beer, wine or 
intoxicating liquor in Army post ex- 
changes by the Secretary of War. This 
bill is necessary due to the repeal of 
prohibition and the prevalence of legal 
sale of beers and liquor throughout the 
country. 

“The bill changes section 38 of the 
United States Code, title 10, section 
1350, which prohibits the sale of any 
beer wine, or intoxicating liquors on a 
post. Under this legislation such sale is 
permitted subject to the rules and regu- 
lations of the Secretary of War. As a 
further provision not to in any way in- 
terfere with prohibition in any portion 
of the United States where in effect, 
it is provided that sales made in any 
such section of the country shall only 
he to the military personnel. It is called 
to the attention of the Members of Con- 
gress that the Secretary of War may 
prohibit sale of any beer or intoxicating 
liquor anywhere and in his discretion. 

“This is a good bill, passed unanim- 
ously by the committee. It is the result 
of widespread study by persons inter- 
ested in the welfare of soldiers. * * * 
3.2 per cent beer is only sold in post 
exchanges, whereas 6 per cent beer and 
12 per cent ale can be gotten in joints 
near the posts: likewise, whiskey, 
cognac, and other alcoholic beverages, 
and in many cases alcoholic beverages 
of the old hootleg type, dangerous to 
the health of the soldiers. 

“This bill simply places the soldier in 
the same position as the civilian and 
gives the Secretary of War the right to 
provide regulations for the maintenance 
of discipline and at the same time for 
the sale of better tvnes of heers, wines 
and liquors under strict sunervision and 
proper recreational facilities. It Is he- 
lieved that this will greatly henefit the 
discipline of the nosts, and should there 
be any abuse in the matter of sales this 
ean be promptly stopped by full author- 
ity of the Secretary of War. 

The report inelnudes a letter from 
Secretarv of War Dern to the Commit- 
tee of Military Affairs approving of the 
mensnre. 

“There has been some form of prohi- 
bition against liquor on military reser- 
vations almost continuously since 1862,” 
the Secretary said. “Tt is helieved, how- 
ever, that at the present time there is 
little or no henefitderived from the fact 
that the sale of strong liquor is pro- 
hihited on military reservations since 
military personnel may leave the reser- 
vation and obtain as much liquor in its 
vicinity as they desire. 

“Experience has proven that permit- 
ting the sale of wines and heer contain- 
ing not more than 8.2 ner cent of alcohol 
at post exchanges, and clubs on military 
reservations accomplished excellent re- 
sults. for such consideration encouraged 
the military personnel to remain on the 
reservation and entoy' refreshments 
under conditions far hetter than exist 
and are available to them off the reser- 
vation. 

“Tt is the view of the War Denart- 
ment that the service will benefit from 
the standpoint of military discipline and 
efficiency if the sale of intoxicating 
liquor on military reservations were au- 
thorized under regulations to be admin- 





istered and enforced by military authori- 
ties. 

“For the foregoing reasons the War 
Department favors the enactment of HR 
11300.” 


War Department Sales 


Abolition of War Department sales 
and purchases by negotiation was 


urged in a report submitted to the 
House this week by Representative Me- 
Swain on behalf of the subcommittee in- 


vestigating sales of War Department 
surplus property. 
The report dealt with the sale of 


surplus property to the Newberry Manu- 
facturing Co. The committee declared 


that the contract was negotiated by As- | 


sistant Secretary of War Payne over the 
“strenuous objection” of Maj. Gen. John 
L. DeWitt, then Quartermaster General, 
who, it was said, objected in principle to 
privately negotiated sales. The goods, 
according to the terms of the contract, 
were not to be resold in the domestic 
market, and for this reason, it was said, 
the price was much lower than could 
have been obtained on competitive bid 
for general resale. Later Assistant Secre- 
tary Woodring approved a modification 
of the contract whereby the goods were 
sold in the domestic market because they 
could not be sold abroad. A large profit 
was made by the company, it was as 
serted. 

“Large attorneys’ fees,” paid during 
the negotiations were criticized by the 
committee because “influential persons 
were induced to exert considerable pres- 
sure on public officials.” While this was 
not unlawful, it was reported, it was not 
to the best interests of the government. 

Declaring that the committee had 
questioned Frank EK. Speicher, the re- 
port, while making no specific statement 
as to what his testimony revealed, said, 
“by reason of letters, telegrams, and 
other documents in his possession a flood 
of light was thrown upon some repre- 
hensible practices being pursued in the 
War Department by some of its officers.” 


Defines Nonflying Officer 
The Secretary of Navy has defined the 
term “nonflying officer and observer” as 
used in the 1986 Naval Appropriation 
Act, limiting the flight pay of nonflying 
ollicers to $1,440 per year to include 

pilots disqualified for flight duty. 
The Bureau of Navigation had defined 
a nonflying officer as “an officer who is 
not designated as a naval aviator or 
student naval aviator.” This definition 
has been approved by the Secretary of 
Navy subject to a modification as fol- 
lows: “A flying oflicer, both in time of 
peace and of war, may be defined as an 


officer who is qualified as a naval 
aviator and has been officially desig- 
nated as such, or a student naval 


aviator who has been so designated. In 
time of war a flying officer may also in- 
clude any officer who has received an 
veronautical rating as observer. How- 
ever, where an officer is disqualified in 
time of peace for piloting duties, his 
rating as a qualified aircraft pilot in the 
Navy or Marine Corps shall be auto- 
matically terminated as of the date of 


such disqualification, and his status 
thereafter, while assigned to aviation 
duty, shall be that of a nonflying offi- 
cer.” 


The Judge Advocate General in con- 
struing the language of the Appropria- 
tion Act that it is “mandatory on the 
point that the increased pay for flying 
which is to be paid to all nonflying offi- 
cers and observers, regardless of grade 
or rank, from the appropriation made 
available for that purpose, shall not be 
available for making any such payment 
‘nt a rate in excess of $1,440 per an- 
num’ which rate ‘shall be the legal 
maximum rate as to such nonflying offi- 
cers or observers’ during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1936.” 





Tax on Retired Pay 
Legislation designed to exempt re- 
tired personnel of the Regular Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
from the payment of Federal income 
tax on their retired pay has struck a 
snag due to an error in drafting the bill 





which has apparently confused the War 
and Navy Departments as to its purpose. 

Existing law, passed last year, ex- 
empts veterans from the payment of 


. ‘ | 
Federal income tax on their compensa- 


tion from the Government and, exempts 
it from attachment by creditors. The 
law, entitled “An Act to safeguard the 
estates of veterans derived from pay- 
ments of pension, compensation, emer- 
gency officers’ retired pay and insur- 
ance,” would be amended under the 
terms of a bill introduced by Senator 
Hiram Johnson, Rep. of Calif. (S. 3882) 
to inelvde retired pay of officers and en 
listed men of the Regular Services. 
Ilowever, the measure as drafted 
makes retired pay subject to all of the 
provisions of the act, including super- 
vision by the Veterans Administration. 


This was pointed out to the Senate 
Finance Committee, in a report on the 
bill by Veterans Administrator Ilines, 


in which it was suggested that the bill 
be amended to include retired pay only 


in the section of the act dealing with 
income tax. 
In a report received by the Senate 


Committee this week, the Navy Depart 
ment opposes passage of the bill, stat- 
ing that it “can see no reason for plac- 
ing the estates of retired personnel in a 
preferred position with respect to the 
estates of other citizens.” It did not dis- 
cuss the merits of exempting retired per- 
sonnel from income tax. A report from 
the War Department, also not consider- 
ing the income tax exemption question, 
however, stated that it has “no objec- 
tion” to the bill. 

Moreover, adding to the mix-up, the 
War Department report advised Con- 
rvress that the Bureau of the Budget had 
heen consulted and had, without making 
any committment as to whether the bill 
was or was not in accord with the finan- 
cial program of the President, permitted 
them to submit their favorable report. 

The Navy Department, on the other 
hand, declared flatly that the bill “is not 
in accord with the financial program of 
the President.” It is expected that steps 
will be taken to revise the bill and se- 
cure more definite recommendiutions. 


Army Appropriations 


Conferees on the War Department Ap- 


propriation bill were appointed by the 
House and Senate March 31. Meeting 
of the conferees probably will begin 


early next week in an effort to iron out 
the differences between the measure as 
it passed the House and the Senate. 
For the House the Speaker appointed 
all the members of the subcommittee on 
War Department appropriations: Repre- 
sentatives Parks, Blanton, MeMillan, 
Snyder of Pennsylvania, Dockweiler, 
Bolton and Powers. For the Senate the 
Vice President appointed Senators Cope- 


land, Hayden, Sheppard, Norbeck «and 
Townsend. 

When Representative Parks in the 
House moved that the bill be sent to 


conference Representative Rich, Pennsyl- 


vania Republican, objected to the = in- 
crease in the bill over last years ap- 
propriation. Mr. Rich wanted it cut 
down and said that “the trouble with 


our conferees is that they let the Senate 
pull things over on them.” Representa- 
tive Blanton, however, declared that the 


conferees had plenty of backbone and 
are always -able to hold) their own 
against the Senate. 


Large Airplane Engine Contract 

Secretary of War Dern, announced 
this week the placing of an order with 
the Pratt and Whitney Aircraft, Divi- 
sion of the United Aircraft Manufac- 
turing Corporation, East Hartford, 
Connecticut, for 200 new aircraft en- 
gines. The total contract amounted to 
$1,887,030. The purchase of this quantity 
of engines, at this time, parallels the 
recently awarded contract for new At- 
tack airplanes. 

These engines, known as the Pratt and 
Whitney R-1535-13, are a 14 cylinder air- 
cooled two row radial engine. The use 
of the two row radial feature allows a 
considerable reduction in head area over 
the single row radial engine of corre- 
sponding horse power. This allows an 





increase in speed of the airplane jp 
which the engine is installed. 

These engines will be used for jp. 
stallation in and spares for 100 new 
all-metal single engine Attack airplanes 
now being constructed by the Northrop 
Corporation of Inglewood, Calif. 

This engine is a result of the coopera. 
tive efforts of the engineering staff of 
Wright Fid., Dayton, Ohio, and the 
Pratt and Whitney Company engineers 
and in accordance with the establisheq 
practice of the War Department haye 
been thoroughly tested by the Air Corps 
at Wright Fld., Dayton, Ohio. 


The Coast Artillery Corps 


MAJ. GEN. A. H. SUNDERLAND 
Chief of Coast Artillery 
N any military endeavor, since we 
have been taught to think by the 
numbers, it is generally considered 
necessary to state the mission. The mis 
sion of the Coast Artillery as laid dow, 
in War Department orders is: 

“The attack of enemy naval 
by means of artillery fire and submarine 
mines; and the attack of enemy air 
craft by means of fire from the ground.” 

The Coast Artillery Corps was christ. 
ened before the advent of aircraft. Since 
the World War most of the development 
work has been antiaircraft. There are 
two fundamental reasons for this, 
namely: first, the antiaircraft started 
from small beginnings during the World 
War and required being built up to 
parallel the developments in combat avia- 
tion; and second, seacoast firing and 
submarine mines were well developed 
before the World War. 

The weapons with which the Coast 
Artillery is armed are many and varied 
For fire on enemy ships the armament 
ranges from 3-inch guns to the huge 16- 
inch seacoast rifles which can fire a pro- 
jectile weighing more than a ton toa 
distance of nearly 30 miles. In addition 
to these guns, submarine mines protect 
the important harbors. For fire against 
enemy aircraft, the 3-inch antiaircraft 
gun and a machine gun with a bullet 
one-half inch in diameter are used. 

Since the enemy may attack in dark- 
ness it is necessary to provide illumina- 
tion. Targets are searched out and 
lighted by searchlights five feet in 
diameter, giving off 800,000,000 candle 
power. 

In seacoast and antiaircraft firing the 
targets are usually in rapid motion; on 
the surface of the water the motion is in 
one plane, in the air in three planes. The 
problem is to shoot so that the projectile 
and target will meet, and this is where 
training and organization come in. 

Coast Artillery batteries consist main- 
ly of a range section and gun sections. 
The gun sections load, point and elevate 
the gun. The information as to how t 
point and elevate the gun comes from 
the range section, which has observers

at the ends of a base line sometimes 
miles from the guns. These observers 


locate the target through their instru: 
ments and telephone their observations 
to a plotting room, where the bearing of 
the target from each station 3 
graphically placed on a plotting board. 
From separate observations the speed 
and direction of the target are deter 
mined ; allowance is made for wind, drift 
of the projectile, atmosphere, temper 
ture and for the distance the target has 
travelled since the observations were 
made and during the time it takes for 
the projectile to travel from the gun out 
to the target. From this operation, the 
range and direction are sent to the uns

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Merchant Marine Policy 

The “Questionnaire Committee” of the 
American Merchant Marine Conference 
has rendered a most interesting report 
on the United States Merchant Marine 
policy. The Questionnaire Committee 
was appointed to prepare questionnaires 
for distribution throughout the United 
States to Chambers of Commerce, editors 
of newspapers and periodicals, govern- 
ment officials and others interested di- 
rectly and indirectly in shipping. 

The replies to these questions were 
analyzed with the resulting consensus 
of opinion as follows: 

Il. The United States should have a 
definite, and as nearly as may be, a 
permanent merchant marine policy, the 
cardinal features of which should be: 

“(1) The United States should have 
a merchant marine sufficient in size to 
carry its domestic water-borne commerce 
and at least one-half its water-borne 
foreign trade. 

“(2) The ships of the merchant ma- 
rine should be safe, properly equipped, 
and suitable in all respects for the trade 
in which engaged: they should be capa- 
ble of use as a means of national de- 
fense in time of war; they should be 
built in American shipyards and be 
manned by American officers and so far 
as practicable by American crews. 

“(3) The merchant marine should be 
privately owned and operated.

The Navy Selection System— 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

“He that judges without informing him-

An Act of Congress of 29 August, 1916, 
established the Selection Board System 
for promotion to the grades of rear ad- 
miral, captain and commander in the 
U. 8S. Navy. During a House Committee 
hearing, 21 May, 1934, on a bill to ex- 
tend this system to the lower grades, 
the chief of the Navy personnel bureau. 
described the proced of the Selection 
Board in part as follows: 





“The Selection Board selects a small num- 


ber of people (i.e. officers) that they certify 
to be in their opinion the best qualified of 
all the group under consideration for pro- 
motion. No effort is made to rearrange 
seniority or desirability, or relative efficiency 
of those few that they select from the large 
group, and those selected are placed on a 
promotion list in the order of their senior- 
ity.” 

The proposed bill having become law, 
naval officers from lieutenants, junior 
grade. up now face these Selection 
Boards as courts of last resort from the 
decisions of which there are no appeals. 

Dissatisfaction with the selection sys- 
tem as so far administered smoulders 
generally in the service, flaring up in 
many individuals particularly as they 
approach their time for selection. Offi- 
cers who have failed of selection state 
more or less definite grievances against 
it; those who still face the ordeal quail 
at the threat that, regardless of past 
good performance of duty and any ac- 
tions open to them, they may come to 


the ends of their naval careers by a 
process unjust although legal. Few if 


any criticisms are heard of the objects 
aimed at by the selection system; a 
naval oflicer becomes used to making 
personal sacrifices for the service, but 
in making the supreme sacrifice of his 
career for service efficiency an individual 
very naturally wants a square deal. 

Officers realize and accept without 
question the fact that in entering the 
service they lose many of the legal 
rights which civilians enjoy with respect 
to the U. S. Government and other or- 
ganized society. And there is as part of 
the inner consciousness which makes up 
naval character a well developed feeling, 
all the stronger perhaps because of the 
above-mentioned lost rights, that there 
should never be any transgression of the 
highest standards of fair dealing be- 
tween officers generally or of equal op- 
portunity among officers of the same 
class. This feeling is analagous to the 
ideas back of the familiar phrase “an 
officer and a gentleman.” Failure to live 
up to these high standards, not any 
illegal actions, lies at the base of the 
complaints against the present Navy 
selection system, this term including the 
administrative work involved and the 
Selection Board. 

The following discussion aims to show 
in detail wherein the Navy selection 
system falls down, to indicate what cor- 
rections are required, to point out that 
corrective measures can be taken with- 
out further Congressional action, and to 
enter a plea for early action by the 
Navy in this matter so vitally affecting 
morale. 

All modern trial procedures have been 
developed from trial by torture to their 
present forms by the centuries long urge 
of our changing civilization for more 
honesty and justice in the dealings of 
society with the individual; ideal condi- 
tions have not yet been reached and 
further changes are doubtless on the 
way. In this progress the General Court 
Martial has lagged behind the civil 
courts, but because of the familiarity of 
the navy with it a comparison will be 
made between the General Court Mar- 
tial procedure and the Navy Selection 
System to make clear and emphasize the 
points in the selection system giving rise 
to criticism. This comparison is appro- 
priate because, stripped of non-essentials, 
the aims of the General Court Martial 
and of the selection system are the 
same: to take evidence, to weigh evi- 
dence, and to reach findings. This com- 
parison is not intended, however, to 
suggest that the selection system should 
be a formal trial like the General Court 
Martial. 

The Selection Board, consisting, for 
the selection of the higher grades, of 
nine rear admirals who have “gone 
through the mill” and thus proved them- 
selves, cannot suffer by comparison with 
the General Court Martial, taken “run 
of the mine” usually from lower ranks. 
Therefore, so long as the selecting is to 


mbe done by human: beings rather than 


by some now unknown and superhuman 
process, no fault can properly be found 
with the composition of the Board. 





A standard process for the Challenge

the answers to questions 8, 10 and 12 
are the opinions of his superior officers; 
the answers to questions 9, 11 and 138 
will in most cases be opinions, but may 
possibly cite some facts from which such 
opinions are inferred. 

Presumably the special reports of class 
(b) will set forth the facts in full 
detail; it should be noted, however, that 
these reports will be made only in extra- 
ordinary cases.

Nine-tenths or more of this matter 
making up the present oflicer’s record is 
obviously opinion evidence and cannot 
be received as evidence bearing on the 
main issue before a General Court Mar- 
tial. Thus, using such evidence, even 
granting ideal motives and ability to the 
members, the Selection Board findings 
are bound to be double-distilled opinions, 
wholly abhorrent to the law of the land 
and to Anglo-Saxon tradition. With such 
information the Selection Board cannot 
possibly judge properly. 

The corrective action is obvious: fur- 
nish the Selection Board with facts and 
let the Board draw its own inferences 
and arrive at its own first-hand opinions 
and judgments. While making this ap- 
peal for facts, good and suflicient evi- 
dence, it is not intended to urge that 
all opinions be given up, but only that 
opinion evidence, if used, be weighed by 
rules that govern in the courts. 

What are the facts of an_ oflicer’s 
career which the Board should have? 
They are obviously, the facts of his con- 
tacts with superior oflicers, with his 
peers, with junior officers and men, with 
civilians, and with material; they are 
the facts of the circumstances of these 
contacts, of the problems that arise from 
them, and the facts showing what he 
does about and with these problems; in 
short the facts of his living, working, 
and playing both afloat and ashore. As 
an officer grows older his contacts with 
superior oflicers and with material in a 
technical way usually become less im- 
portant; thus contact of the commander- 
in-chief with superior officers afloat dis 
appears. Need more be written to em 
phasize the importance of facts about 
the contacts of officers with juniors, or 
of young oflicers with material’ 

To meet the requirements for facts 
indicated above, the following sugges 
tions are offered as a basis for discus 
sion and development. The facts should 
be recorded while they are still clear 
and not distorted by time and while the 
necessary witnesses are available for the 
obtaining of the complete evidence. <A 
definite scheme must be set up for the 
collection and substantiation of the 
facts, a continuous process appearing 
best. Every time a job is particularly 
well or poorly done, it should call for 
the recording of the facts as they may 
hear on the qualifications of the officers 
involved. The facts should be obtained 
from witnesses and other sources of in- 
formation which meet the requirements 
of the rules of evidence. There should be 
developed a definite procedure under the 
supervision and authority of the com- 
manding officer of the ship or station 
and the higher administrative command- 
ers. The records when complete should, 
like other similar correspondence, be 
sent to the Department through the ad- 
ministrative chain of command for the 
checking of the procedure and the com- 
pleteness of the record. 

As an indication of the character of 
questions which must be answered to 





bring out the facts in any case, and in 
contrast to the present “Reports on Fit- 
ness,” are given the following: 

Under what circumstances did the offi- 
cer reported upon, exhibit any one or 
more of the qualifications listed here- 
under in a degree above or below aver- 
age; state full details of your personal 
observations and knowledge, giving 
dates, references, names or descriptions 
of other witnesses; describe the situa- 
tions, the contacts made with persons 
and material and the problems arising 
therefrom: 

Judgment—What correct conclusions 
did he reach; what fallacies did he de- 
tect; what showed that he had profited 
from his previous experiences? 

/nitiative—What did he do that 
showed that he was a “self-starter”; 
that he had constructive foresight; that 
he was alert; original: 

Force—What did he do that showed 
courage; that he was energetic; that he 
had ability to control others’? 

Leadership—W hat plans did he make? 


What did he do’ to show that he could 
classify, delegate, and supervise’ the 
work of others? What did he do to 


set a good example to others? 
Tact—What did he do that showed 
him to be courteous; honest and sincere ; 
to have good taste? Was he successful 
in dealing with others: What behavior 
showed that he had control of his emo- 
tions?

Cooperation--What did he do to show 


that he worked well with others to a 
common end; that he considered Ahe 
essential facts and the new ideas of 


others free from prejudice? 

Loyalty——What acts showed that he 
was loyal to seniors, to peers, to Juniors, 
to the best principles of the service% 

itfention to Duty—What work did ‘he 
complete with special thoroughness and 
couscientiousness ? 

Presence of Mind—What did he do to 
show that he was cool-headed; logical in 
his actions in difficult situations? 

Mndurance— What showed that he was 
vigorous; that he endured fatigue and 
his senses remained acute? 

Industry -How and under what cir 
cumstances did he show powers of con- 
centration and tenaciousness? 

The foregoing questions are in form 
for above-average answers; the neces 
sary changes to bring out below-average 
answers are obvious. If actual. facts 
with respect to definite situations cannot 
be obtained, nothing should be recorded. 
Witnesses are not called unless they can 
supply pertinent facts, 

It has been made clear that failure to 
provide proper evidence is the essential 
shortcoming of the selection system and 
that this is the reason for the mistakes 
Which the Selection Boards, even with 
the greatest care and the best intentions, 
ure bound to make, as well as the basic 
reason for the service feeling against 
the system. The characteristics of good 
and suflicient evidence have been given 
and methods for collecting such evi 
dence have been roughly indicated. 

Fortunately, full control of this prob 
lem with the Navy inasmuch as 
the “Report on Fitness” for the supply 
ing of evidence to the Selection Board 
is not delimited by law, but may be 
changed by the Navy Department as 
necessary to meet service needs, 

Corrective action along the lines sug-

gested will doubtless require consider 
able trial and error development, like 
most innovations, and, until a satisfac 


tory procedure is worked out, will mean 
some extra work for many officers. How 
ever, judging from the past, it is clear 
that naval oflicers can, in this job of 
doing justice to fellow officers, show that 
“infinite capacity for taking pains” 


which has obtained remarkable results 
in other fields of naval endeavor 
If the Navy continues to furnish and
